New York, April !6.—(Special Corre-

bor on this hemisphere. It is hardly 
a talk on capital and labor, but rather 
On the product thereof. New: York grows 
in Spite of capital combinations and la- 
bor organizations. It grows so fast that it 
has not time theorize why it grows. 
It is like a great green boy who plunges 
along doing what is before him, and only 
stopping now and then to double up his 
arms for a look at his muscle and to 
show his fellows how big it is. It was to 
inspect the great muscle of New York 
that I came here, and to get its ac- 
curate dimensions called upon the mayor 
in his office at the city hall, 

New York’s Boy Mayor. 

General George B. McClellan was lov- 
‘Ingly called “Little Mac.” Still he was 
big enough to be one of the. great gene- 
rals of our civil war and a candidate 
for president of the United States. The 
mayor of New York is the son of that 
“Little Mac.” and in many respects he 
resembles his father. He looks like a 
boy. and the is still in his thirties, 
although he has been an editor, a busi- 
ness man and a representative in con- 
gress. He is now mature enough and 
strong enough to act as the ruler of the 
second city of the world, and there are 
those who say he yet may be the dem- 
ocratic candidate for the presidency of 
the United States. 

About twbd years ago I met the lord 
mayor of London in his palace across 
the way from the Bank of England. It 
took letters of introduction, much pre- 
liminary correspondence and interviews 
with flunkies in Hvery before I came 
into his presence. I got to the mayor of 
New York with my visiting card, which 
was taken in by a peliceman with a 
bras#Sadge on his bosom. His honor re- 
ceived me without ostentation, and like 
most of the big business men I have 
met he seemed to have leisure to talk. 
The conversation was rapid. The young 
mayor knows his own mind and there 
is no one better posted upon the great 
city of which he is ruler. 

New York In 1904. 

*“T have comé from Washington,” said 
I “for a talk about New York. What !s 
the condition of the town, and how is it 
getting along in its struggles with cap- 
{tal and labor?’ 

“New York is thhaving no struggles 
just now,” replied Mayor McClellan. “We 
had some trouble with the building 
trades last year, but today our condi- 
tion is thoroughly healthy, and, barring 
some temporary annoyances as to our 
theaters, we are at peace with ourselves 
and all the world. Our labor its in a good 
condition, and it promises to remain so,”’ 

‘Ie the city growing?” 

“Yes,"’ replied the mayor. “It grows 
so fast that we must be always on the 
alert or it oversteps us. Our chief trou- 
ble now is az to the schools. We have not 
enough buildings to accommodate all the 
children, and at present there are 90,- 
000 who can go to school only half the 
time. We have already about 600,000 
children in the schools and the natu- 
ral increase for the next year will be 
something like 35,000, and for the year 
following 38,000, so you see we have 
to build far ahead.”’ 

“How many people has New York?’ 

“Just about 4,000,000,” replied the 
mayor. 

‘iow does that compare with the other 
cities of the world?’ 

“It is exceeded only by London,” was 
the reply. ‘‘New York ts now more thas 
a milhon in advance o: faris; it Is 
twice as big as Chicago, Berlin or any 
city in Asia and three times as big as 
St. Petersburg. There are only four 
states In the union which exceed us sf 
population, and we have one-twentietn 
of all the people in the United States.’’ 

New York Versus London. | 

“Will New York ever equal London?* 

‘I think there is no doubt of it,”’ an- 
swered Mayor McClellan. ‘London is al- 
most full grown and New York is just 
beginning its youth. We are increasing 
fastcr now in proportion to our popula- 
tion than London, and London is gray- 
haired compared with New York.

Snakestore a Myth. 


(From Sodth Africa.) 

South Africans, &$ a rule, trouble them- 
selves but Httle about snakes, although 
it is very well known that a few varie- 
ties are particularly deadly. Among the 
natives the property of the “‘snakestone 
have for many generations formed a cen- 
ter of half superstitious credulity, and, 
even by people who might be expected to? 
know better, have been suposed to effect 
the most surprising oures of snake bite. 
An investigation of its properties by the 
government pbacterlologists of Natal, who 
submitted an Indian snakestone to the 
test of applying it to animals infected 
with snake venom, has shown conclusive- 
ly that its properties are quite mythical, 
an@ that it does nothing that fs claimed 
for it, According to tradition the snake- 
stone, which thas absorbent qualities, and 
which there is some reason to Delieve is 
frequently artificially prepared, is placed 
on the wound inflicted by a snake Dite. 
There it is believed to suck out the pol- 
son, and it has been said that if after- 
wards placed in a bowl of milk the venoin 
will exude and the milk turn blue. [| 
certain experiments nargated in the Bri'- 
ish Medical Journal all these directions 
were followed. To the two rabbits, in- 
jected respectively with the venem of 4 
black mamba, a very deadly South Air 
ea colubrine, and with puff added venom, 
the snakestone was at once applied. The 
stone, by virtue of its absorbent nature, 
adhered to the wound, but here its adher- 
ence to tradition ended. Both rabbi's 
died, and what was more disappointing, 
two other rabbits, used as a “control ex- 
periment,” which were injected with the 
same amount of venom, recovered. Nor 
when the stene was placed in milk did 
the milk change color, though a slight 
quantity of it was absorbed. The amount 
of absorption that the stone could pos- 
sibly effect would be no more in hours 
than ordinary suction by the lips could 
achieve in a few minutes; and its Only 
possible usefulness might be that of im- 
proving the physical condition of the pa- 
tfent by impressing him with the belief

The Constitution published several days 
ago Hon. Grover Cleveland’s letter of 
denial concerning the charges which had 
been made by Hon. Thomas E. Wat- 
son. 

Mr. Cleveland’s letter 
lows: : 

‘Princeton, March 4, 1904.—To Hon. 
Charlies L. Bartlett, Washington, D. C.: 
My Dear Mr. Bartlett—I have received a 
number of inquiries similar to yours 
touching my invitation to Fred Douglas 
to a wedding reception and signing while 
governor of New York of a bill providing 
for mixed schoola. I do not suppose that 
Mr. Thomas ©. Watson believed, or. had 
any reason.to.believe, either of the alle- 
gatiens when _ he made them. At any rate, 
they are both utterly and absolutely 
false. Icannot afford to devote a great 
deal of time to denying such foolish 
tales. I shall, therefore, attempt to cover 
every phase of the subject now for all 
It so happens that I have never in my 
official position, either when sleeping or 
waking, alive or dead, on my. head or on 
my heels, dined, lunched or supped or 
invited to a wedding reception any color- 
ed man, woman or child. If, however, I 
had desired to do any of these things, 
reither the fear of Mr. Watson or any 
one else would have prevented me. When 
I was governor of New York a movement 
‘was made in the legislature to abolish 
separate colored schools in New York 
city. I opposed this measure and it fail- 
ed. I do not find that I interposed a 
veto and I have forgotten the course the 
matter took, but I know that whatever 
I did w in favor of maintaining sep- 
arate colored schools instead of having 
them mixed. Yours very truly, ; 

‘GROVER. CLEVELAND.” 

In reply to this letter, which was 
generally published, Hon. Thomas § £E. 
Watson sent a communication to the daily 
papers of the state for simultaneous pub- 
lication. By some inexplicable delay in 
the mail the letter did not reach The 
Constitution promptly, thus preventing its 
simultaneous publication with the d6ther 
newspapers which had also published 
Cleveland’s letter. 

The letter is now produced in full in 
order that those who read Mr. Cleve- 
land’s letter in these columns may now 
have the same opportunity of reading Mr. 
Watsons’ interesting reply, which fol- 
lows: 

Here follows Mr. Watson’s answer: 

Mr. Watson’s Answer. 


In my article of last week, replying to 
the emphatic denials of Mr. Cieveland, 
the statement was made that I would in- 
vestigate further, and come again. 

The investigations have been made, and 
Iam now ready with the proofs. 

There were three charges made by my, 
originally in The Atlanta News, to prove 
that Grover Cleveland practiced sociad 
equality while president. 


The Negro Minister. 


First: By the appointment of a negre 
to represent this country as minister to 
one of the white republics of South 
America. 

To this no specific denial has been 
made. C, H. J. Taylor was the negro min- 
ister, and Bolivar was the South Ameri- 
can republic alluded to. 

This act of itself proves what Cleveland 
then thought on the subject of social 
equality, else he would never have named 
a negro for such a position. 

Second. I stated that he favored mixed 
schools while governor of New York. 

This he denies. He says that he not only 
did not favor mixed schools, but that he 
opposed the measure and it failed to 
pass. 

Bw telegraphing to New York I have 
been able to verify the published state- 
ments, made in 1892, upon which my 
charge was based. 


Absolute Proof Given. 


Although I remembered distinctly the 
copy of the New York law which then 
went the rounds of the reform press, und 
although a loyal friend at Dallas, Ga., 
promptly mailed me a copy of the act in 
question, Mr. Cleveland’s denial was so 
explicit and positive that I waited pa- 
tiently until I could make _ the proof 
which would convince all impartial men. 

T now declare that the law in question 
Was passed May 5, 1884, and is to be 
found on page 307, chapter 248, of the 
New York laws, and that Governor Gro- 
ver Cleveland officially approved and 
signed that act. 

Up to that time the colored schools of 
the city of New York were separate 
schools. By the terms of the act of 1884 


was as fol- 


. these separate schools were changed into 


ward schools, and opened for the “‘educa- 
tion of pupils for whom’ education is 
sought without regard to race or color!” 

There are the words of the law. There 
is the date, the page, the chapter. I have 
verified them, and any other citizen who 
seeks the truth can do the same. 

Yet Mr. Cleveland not only denied sign- 
ing such an act, but declared that he op- 
posed it, and that it was defeated. Not 
only that—he declared my statement to be 
so utterly false that I myself had no rea- 
son to believe it true. 

Happy will it be for the fame of Grover 
Meveland if the people who have follow- 
ed this dispute will now extend to him 
that «harity of opinion which he haughti- 
ly denied to me. 


As To Social Equality. 


Third. Is it true that @Mr. Cleveland 
treatea Fred Douglass on a footing of 
social equality at the white house? 

My statement was that the newspapers 
had made the charge and that it had not 
been denied at the time. Furthermore, 
1 offered in evidence certain extracts from 
the book of Douglass himself, published 
nine vears ago, in which book Douglass 
praised Cleveland to the skies for the 
manly way in which this democratic 
president had defied the ‘‘malignant pre- 
judice’’ of the south upon the race ques- 
tion. 

I now offer what will be taken as over- 
whelming proofs of the facts which I 
asserted and Cleveland denied. 

Remember, he not only denied, but he 


said that I could not have had any rea- 
son to believe that the statements were 
true when I made them. 

During the period alluded to, the most 
brilliant staff correspondent then in 
Washington city w Colonel James R. 
Randall, known throughout the land as 
the author of the inspired war lyric, 
“Maryland! My Maryland!” 

Colonel Randal] was the private secre- 
tary of Alexander H. Stephens, and the 
paper which he represented was The 
Chronicle, of Augusta, Ga., then conduct- 
ed by Hon. Patrick Walsh. Colonel Ran- 
dal] hag been a democrat all his life. Mr. 
Walsh has been a democrat all his life. 
The Chronicle has been a democrat all 
its life. 

I do not offer in evidence anything 
Colonel Randall says now. Nor do I offer 
anything The Chronicle says now, What 
I offer ig the record of Colone] n- 
dall and The Chranicle, made in 1886, 
when we were all good democrats and all 
stanch followers of Grover Cleveland. At 
that time we al) believed in him, and the 
criticisms leveled at him were the criti- 
cisms of friends who were-surprised and 
Gispleased to find a demotratic president 
doing things of that kind, 

In his letters to The Chronicle Colonel 
Randall alludes to the fact that Mr. Cleve- 
land was retaining in office Fred Doug- 
lass, ‘“‘the apostle of miscegenation,’’ and 
mentions that the office is ‘“‘worth $15,- 
000 per year.”’ (January 13, 1886.) 


Negro Follows Negro. 


In another letter, written in March, 
1886, Colonel Randall says that Cleveland 
has appointed as successor te Douglass a 
colored man (James Mathews, of Albany, 
N. Y.) and that “the new appointee is 
an ardent advocate of mixéd schools.”’ 

Colonel] Randall expresses the opinion 
that Douglass is very resentful ati the 
prospect of being removed from office, 
but that he will probably continue to 
receive special invitations to the white 
house receptions. 

To prove that Colone] Randall's proph- 
ecy was,\correct, and that Cleveland did 
continue to send special Invitations to 
Douglass, I quote a subsequent letter 
which he wrote to The Chronicle: 

“Fred Douglass was once made mar- 
shal of the District ‘of Columbia despite 
the protest of the bar association, The 
republican president, Hayes, although his 
heart professedly bled for the ‘poor ne- 
gro,’ instantly declined to permit the 
colored marshal to officiate at the white 
house. He had no white wife then. Un- 
der the present administration, which is 
democratic, t same Douglass and his 
wife are prominent and selected guests. 
Perhaps I should not mention such facts. 
It might depréss somebody. Perhaps, 
too, I ought not to mention that now 
while congressional dinners are in vogue, 
white members from the south are much 
disturbed lest Smalls and O’Hara be sand- 
wiched among them at an executive ban- 
quet. I hope that ‘this will not unduly 
depress anybody.”’ 

To remove all doubt as to what was 
thought of Cleveland’s conduct at the 
time, I quote an editorial] which ‘must 
have reflected the opinion of Hon. Pat- 
rick Walsh himself. 

On the editorial page of The Chronicle. 
August 12, 1886, this democratic editor 
quotes without contradiction that very 
same compliment of Fred Douglass to 
Grover Cleve‘and which I quoted from 
the book: 

“Cleveland was bfave enough when 
public sentiment set against me—he was 
brave enough to invite me, not onoe, not 
thrice, but many times to his grand re- 
ceptions.’’ 


Sent Special Invitations. 


Think of this, impartia] readers Here 
was the negro, Fred Douglass, in the 
year 1886, praising President Cleveland 
for defying social prejudice; and here ig 
Pat Walsh, as true a democrat as ever 
breathed, quoting the words of Douglass 
without denial; yet this same Grover 
Cleveland dares to say that things of 
that kind never happened! 

The negro was grateful. He thanked 
Mr. Cleveland then; thanked him pub- 
licly at the time when the prais® df 
Fred Douglass was worth its weight in 
gold with the negro vote. 

Not only did the thankful negro give 
to Mr. Cleveland the full benefit and 
value of’ his praise then, but when he 
came to write the record of his life, at a 
time when he could not have been ‘moved 
by any selfish motive, he erects an 
humble monument, in words which he in- 
tended should outlive memorials of mar- 
ble and brass,» to the brave, manly demo- 
cratic president who had risen above 
“malignant prejudice,”’ defied the gouth 
and continued to write him special invi- 
tations ‘“‘with his own hand.” 

And now at this late day, eighteen 
years since Douglass made the public 
statement. eighteen vears after Pat 
Walsh quoted it as an evidence of Cleve- 
land’s courage, and nine years after it 
was published in book form, Mr. Cleve- 
land makes a flat, insulting denial. 

Yet we all remember that therdé were 
few leaders among the democrats of the 
south who stood closer to Mr. Cleveland 
than that fafthful Irishman, Patrick 
Walsh. 

I wish to say that my attention was 
calied to this evidence in The Chronicle 
by one of the most prominent democrats 
in Georgia—an HNhonored citizen of La- 
Grange—who is against’ me politically, 
but who loves truth and fair play. He 
has mv heartiest thanks. 

In 1883 Mr. L. Q. C. Washington was 
named as democratic nominee for secre- 
tary of the senate, at a time when there 
was no chance to elect him.

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dent had summoned certain democratic 
senators to the white house, had shown 
them a circular which Washington had 
used against his nomination, in which 
circular Washington had opposed Mr. 
Cleveland’s renomination upon the ground 
that he had practicéd soeial equality at 
the white house. 

Mr. Cleveland did not deny the facts. 
He merely found fault with Washingtoa 
for the reason that “he had tried to In- 
voke upon me the censure of my country- 
men because I am man, enough to treat 
every citizen according to his merit.”’ 

Mr. Cleveland was so indignant against 
Washington for condemning the sogial 
equality practices that he told the sen- 
ators that if they elected Washington, 
‘4 will have nothing to do with him.” 

All the world knows that the senate 
secretary is the go-between who carries 
and fetches from senate to white house; 
hence Cleveland’s threat amounted to a 
cutting off of friendly communications. 

The Washington Post was the leading 
newspaper of the city: its story was 
bound to have come to the president's 
notice. Has he ever denied it? Not 
that I ever heard of. 

Now, inasmuch as Washington made 
practically the same charges as those 
made by me, and inasmuch as Mr. Cleve- 
land not only failed to deny them, but 
resented criticism of them—claiming that 
he had been “man enough” to do right— 
my amazement grows that Mr. Cleveland 
should declare that there were no reasons 
for any such belief as that held by me. 
When that sweeping denial was penned. 
where was he—on his heels, or on his 
head? 

If there was one point upon which Mr. 
Cleveland was more coarsely emphatic 
than another, it was as to the attend- 
ance of Fred Douglass upon the reception 
Which was held after his marriaige. 

Mr. Cleveland was married at the white 
house on June 2, 1886, in the preS8ence 
of a few personal friends, went upon his 
bridal tour immediately and upon his re- 
turn held a grand reception—the first 
since his wedding, and, therefore, alluded 
to as his “‘wedding reception.”’ The reg- 
ular ‘“‘season”’’ at the capital was over; 
hence the function was considered to 
have been given in honor of his mar- 
riage. 

The Washington Post gave an elaborate 
account of that reception in its issue of 
June 16, 1886. 

The list of guests included some of the 
most distinguished people in_the world. 
There were present Prince Leopold, of 
Brazil; the celebrated Archibald Forbes, 
of England; Commodore Schley, Colonel 
Bonaparte and General Sheridan. There 
Were also the justices of the supreme 
court, and the senators of both parties, 
and many other eminent citizens and so- 
cial leaders. 

A more brilliant occasion was never 
known at the white house, and the invi- 
‘tations Wrere not  conftned to office- 
holders, 

And amid this glittering throng, min- 
gling with it on terms of social equality, 
moved Frederick Douglass and his wife! 

Now, Mr. Cleveland, was this your 
“wedding reception?’’ 

If it was not, you held no wedding re- 
ception at all, and you should have said 
so. If it was, then you should have ad- 
mitted that Fred Douglass and his wife 
were there. No friend of yours, any- 
where, can read your card and then 
read these proofs without feeling 
ashamed. Have you fallen away from 
the manlHer tone of 1884, when you tele- 
graphed your friends, concerning a cer- 
tain question touching your morals, 
“Tell the truth?’ 

Had yow forgatten your record on 
mixed schools? Had you forgotten the 
attentions you paid to Fred Douglass 
and to that Albany pet of yours, James 
Mathews? Let tis hope so. And let us 
hope that the next time you sign an 
article for publication you will be more 
regardful of dignity as well as of truth. 
The man who has led the life you have 
led, and made the record you have 
made, is not the man to assume the airs 
of @isdain and supercilious superiority 
which you are so prone to affect in your 
‘‘cards.”’ THOMAS E. WATSON

VETERANS TO THE FRONT 
AT NASHVILLE REUNION 


Fewer Sponsors and Maids of Honor Willi, It Is 
Thought, Add Materially to the Pleasure of the 
Heroes. 


Nashville, Tenn., April 1!6.~—(Special.)— 
If the sentiment of the general commit- 
tee having in charge the forthcoming 
confederate reunion in Nashville in June 
prevails, this will one gathering 
where the veterans will occupy the front 
of the stage. In the reunions of the past 
few years the sponsors and their at- 
tendants, male and female, have over- 
shadowed the old men. Society has been 
the predominating feature, the old 
soldiers and their friends become 
a trifle weary. When the reunion was 
held in Nashville in 1897 the sponsors 
ind thelr companions almost crowded 
out the veterans, indeed, 
that many of the latter returned to their 
homes after the first day. 

The organization has also decided 
curtail the number of sponsors and maids 
of honor, and this action has had a 
salutary effect. Nashville did not want 
the reunion this year because of the ex- 
pense and because other projects de- 
manding money were pressing. The city 
has already subscritmd $11,000 toward 
the reproduction of the Hermitage build- 
ing at St. Louis. Many thousands of 
dollars have also been subscribed for 
other projects and in consequence, it 
was feared, and justly, that it would be

dificult to raise the’ necessary enter- 
tainment fund. When the committee  ) 
decide on time and place met at Louls- 
ville last winter, it was soon ascertained 
that there was danger that the reunion 
would have to be abandoned. No city 
seemed to desire it. 5S. A. Cunningham, 
editor of The Confederate Veteran, in 
the face of opposition from Tennessee 
confederates, was present at the meeting 
and seeing the danger, suggested Nash- 
ville, and after some discussion K was 
selected. 

The chamber of commerce, the Retail 
Merchants’ Association and prominent 
citizens of Nashville at once took up the 
matter. Committees were vamed. and 
the announcement was sent abroad that 
Nashville would again welcome the vete- 
rans and foot all the bills of those who 
are really entitled to attend. Charles F. 
Frizzell, a young insurance man, was 
made chairman of a strong general com- 
mittee, and backed by an army of s80- 
liciting, @ntertainment and other cimmit- 
tees, has been working actively to raise 
the reunion fund to $15,000 and to make 
the necessary provision to care for and 
feed the soldiers. The work has so far 
progresred that there is absolutely no 
doubt now that all the money necessary 
will be subscribed and that contributions 
to the commissary department will be 
ample.. Dr. W. J. McMurray, who was 
chairman of the commissary committee 
of the 1897 reunion, will again look af 


~ "the provisions. He has sent sub-co

mitteemen to all the surrounding towns 
and promises of meat, ilour, meal, ete., 
have been freely given by those who are 
amply able to contribute. One of the 
solicitors came in this week and sub- 
mitte! a flattering report, and again went 
back to the country. 

‘The railroads have already guaranteed 
low rates from all points and will also 
contribute liberally to the reunion fund. 
Offers of board and lodgimg for the vete- 
rans are pouring in frem al! classes of 
citizens, and it is certain pow there will 
be no lack of quarters, no matter how 
many the veterans attend. 

The programme of exercises during the 
reunion is yet in a formative state. bur 
enough has been done te insure tw. 
features of note. These will be the al- 
ways inspiring march of the veterans car- 
rying their battle-torn flags, and the 
eplendid sham battle at Centennial or 
Cumberland park, participated in by 
troops of the veterans or national guard. 

Preparations have also been made for 
the entertainment of the Confederate 
Southern Memorial Association. which 
among other things, will hold a Jefferson 
Davis memorial meeting at Christ church. 
This is an organization composed of the 
various monument associations of tha 
southern states and cities. About 100 
delegates will attend the reunion. 

The Mexican war veterans will alsa 
be invited, and placed on the same foot- 
ing with the confederate veterans. 

The Sons of Confederate Veterans’ or- 
ganization will bring a large number of 
young men. 

The Tabernacle will be us@@ fo? tne 
sessions pf the confederate veterang.« It 
will easily seat 8,000 to 10,000 persons. 
A large chorus composed of members of 
the chureh choirs of the city under the 
direction of Professcr Allen, gf Christ 
church, will sing during the sessions of 
the veterans.

READY FOR FIGHT 


Gussian and Japanese Troops 
Face Each Other 


* Geen, April 16.—No battle has been 
Weught at Wiju. The Russians occupy 
gtrongly fortified positions at Chi-‘Tien- 
Mheng, on the Manchurian side of the 
@éver and about 10 miles north of An- 
¢ung, and on Tiger hill, a rocky promon- 
gory jutting out into the Yalu river. The 
Papanese forces and batteries are screen- 
@d behind the hill between the river and 
Weiju. 

A recent dispatch from Liao-Yang said 
@he Russian intrenchments on the Yalu 
have been completed. The center of the 
fine of fortified positions is at Antung. 
The right flank rests at Tatung-Kao, 
about 25 miles southweser of Antung, and 
the left at Chiu-Tien-Cheng. 

It has been reported that 
a@bout 20.000 Russians composed of 
fantry. cavalry and artillery at Antung 
ready to oppose the Japanese if they at- 
tempt to cross the river, and a recent 
dispatch from Tokio says !t was known 
there that the Russians were in force 
on the Manchurian side of the Yalu. 

The major force of the'first Japanese 
army to land in Korea is near Wiju, ac- 
eording to a dispatch from Korea, and the 
Japanese are said to be landing at Chul- 
gan, near the mouth of the Yalu.

EMPEROR OF KOREA FEARS 
QUEEN HAUNTS OLD PALACE 

Seoul, April 16.—The emperor received 
in audience this evening the membeTs 
of the diplomatic corps. The emperor 
had apparently recovere@d from the 
shock caused by the burning of the pal- 
ace, and was calm, making inquiries as 
to the health of the legation, etc. 

Many Koreans believe that the burning 
of the palace was of political signifi- 
cance in that it will force the emperor 
to return to the Kyong-Bok palace in 
the outskirts of the city, where the 
queen was assassinated in 1896, and his 
suite fled to the Russian legation. The 
emperor, however, refuses to return, 
claiming that the palace is haunted by 
the murdered queen. He prefers to re- 
main in the imperial library, in the Kiu- 
ziken, where he took refuge during the 
fire, until the palace is rebuilt, 

The electric plant, which was totally 
destroyed, together with thousands of 
dollars worth of instruments and machin- 
ery, will be reinstalled. The heaps of 
smoldering ruins are being guarded by a 
cordon of vigilant soldiers. The super- 
stitious populace is excited and depressed 
over the fire, regarding it as an evil 
portent. The fire furnished a wonderful 
spectacle. The steep mountains about 
the city were lighted up as though it 
were day, hurrying crowds of frantic 
Koreans and Japanese troops arrived on 
the scene in double-quick time. 

There was extreme fear for the Amer- 
ican legation for’a_ time. American 
marines formed a bucket brigade and 
United States Ministér Allen took ex- 
treme precautions to prevent the flames

not for the next day, nor for that night, 
nor in an hour, but instantly. There is 
no “‘red tape” there, then, but an air of 
business curiosly American. An adju- 
tant meets you at the door and conducts 
you through an ante room into an im- 
pressive audience chamber, where the 
governor general receives deputations, 
delegations, commissions of every kind 
from any portion of the gub-empire which 
he rules for the czar. At one end of 
this room is a raised platform, with three 
great chairs upon it, back of which hang 


the portraits of the czar and czarina.. 


On efther side and in front of this plat- 
form two quick-firing guns command the 
hall. The impression is that of naked 
power. You can understaad that a deputa- 
tion of Chinese received in the hall would 
€0 away with an idea of sheer force in- 
Stantly available. 

But you do not stop in this audience 
chamber. You are taken through igte a 
plain office, with plain desk and many 
papers in neatly arranged bundles. In 
a moment a quick step is heard, and 
through the door of an inner room Gen- 
eral Grodekoff himself comes forward to 
greet you. He is short in stature, broad 
shouldered, baldheaded, full-bearded, ner- 
vous of speech. He is dressed in uni- 
form, of course, and wears his trousers 
inside this boots, according to the uni- 
versal Russian custom. He talks quick- 
ly, with precision of idea and direction 
of manner. Force, energy, Keenneass, 
masterfulness—these are the Impressions 
he makes upon you. He knows all about 
President McKinley. He knew all about 
President Roosevelt, too (then vice pres- 
ident), and speaks of incidents in his 
career. Both of them he admired. You 
get the notion, though, that Grodekoff 
has not been a great reader of books, and 
that the reason is that he has been too 
busy. He has been the maker of mate- 
rials for books. He was an officer under 
Skobeleff. He Knows all about Afghan- 
istan from having tramped and ridden 
over and through it. The same is true 
or Persia. On all these subjects he has 
clear and vigorous personal opinions 
formed from actual experience. 


Russia’s Great Field Officer in Man- 
churia. 


In his remarkable work on the situa- 
tion in the east, where Japan and Russia

“Why not?’ said he. “Tf it is the thing 
to do, it Is the thing to do. Is {it not?’’ 
That was a simple statement that put 
you in mind of Grant—so clear, so plain- 
ly true, so free from complexities, lim!- 
tations, explanations. ‘And,’ added the 
Russian commander, ‘I think we have 
pretty high warrant for it. For what is 
that in the great book of the world’s 
law’ (rather a fine phrase, is it not?) 
“about doing whatever is necessary with 
all your soul—‘Whatsoever thy hand find- 
eth to do, do it with thy might.’ Is not 
that the quotation?’ 

The following is the way he Spoke to a 
detachment of his soldiers at the close of 
the Mukden campaign in August, 1901. 
As the soldiers saw General Clerpitsky 
walking swiftly down upon them, every 
hand of the jong line came instantly and 
rigidly to the cap in impressive salute, 
and from a thousand throats in unison 
was shouted out their soldier-greeting to 
their commander, a free translation of 
which is, “Hail, our general!” or “Good 
morning, our general!’’ r ‘‘We greet you, 
our general!’ And here, in free transla- 
tion, is the exact speech he made to them, 
with their responses: 

Genera] Cierpitsky: 
glad to see you again.”’ 
Soldiers (in unison): 
general.”’

In his remarkable beok en Russla and 
the war between Russia anfi Japan, Sen- 
ator Albert J. Beveridge says of Finance 
Minister Witte The first thing that im- 
presses you about Sergius Witt is per- 
Tect simplicity, This seems to be char- 
acteriatie of al) extraordinary men, A 
child or a backwoodsman or the most 
highly cultivated man of the world (and 
the manner of these three are almost the 
same) could not be simpler than thie 
powerful minister. He speaks in a low 
voice,’ looking direetly at you. What a 
steady eye! The freedom of his con- 
versation, in view of your previous no- 
tions of Russia and Russians, astonishes 
you. There is not a cabinet officer in 
Washington who will talk with the ap- 
parent unreserve of this chief counsellor 
of the czar. His eyes are large and 
brown. with an expression of patience 
and weariness about them which reminds 
you 6f wiiat you read about the eyes of 
Léncoin. The eyes are not sharp or lumi- 
nous, but have the speculative expression 
of those minds which are not content 
with things as they should be. His fore- 
head is high, but net too high, ‘of me- 
dium dreadth: but between the ears the 
Dreadth fs perceptibly greater, and the 
back-head, where resides the “drive” of 
the human intellect, !s perfectly devel- 
oped. His hair is brown, has a slightly 
waving effect, is of medium length and ts 
worn brushed back from the forehaad. 
In his office he’ weafs a common, unpre- 
tentious sack coat, well-worn trousers, 
which bag at the knees, and shoes that 
show they do not recelve overmuch at- 
tention.

With a fair education he began as a 
clerk In one of the departments of the 
Odessa railroad, with headquarters at 
that port. Within a short ‘!me !t was 
noted that ne was the most competent 
man {n the whole force. Accor.lingly, he 
was given more {mportant work. Again, 
he did his work better than anybody else 
had done it before. And so, steadily and 
rapidly, he rose to the management of 
the road itself. In this position he proved 
the best railway administrator of a Ifmit- 
ed line who had yet appeared upon the 
field of Russia’s railroad activities. 

During the Turkish war his gentus for 


-Organization is sald to have saved the 


military situation. With the confusion of 
things then prevailing In Russia, and 
which still prevails to a considerable ex- 
tent in spite of White’s work, there was 
the very gravest danger of congestion In 
forwarding the troops. It appears that 
Witte had foreseen this difficulty, and 
had worked out in advance a system 
which. when the time arrived, he put 
into successful execution. He did this, 
too, without obtruding himself offensive- 
ly upon the notice of anybody. Neverthe- 
less, 2 work so {mportant to the empire 
did not, of course, go unnoticed. Tt at- 
tracted the attention of the government 
and the admiration of the railway men 
of the empire and of Europe. 

After the Turkish war a greater line 
than the Odessa road claimed. his ser- 
vices. He was made managing director 
of this line, and he made it the best 
road in the empire. He became an ex- 
pert on railroad tatiffs. He improved 
the road bed. He improved the rolling 
stock. He introduced rigid system. He 
so economized that he turned cHannels 
of expenditure into channels of revenue. 
The government and all of Russia. and 
indeed the railroad world of Europe, 
could not but be impressed, and were im- 
pressed. And so Vyshnegradsky, then 
finance minister, offered him the head of 
the railroad department of the ministry 
of finance, because of his unrivaled 
knowledge and resource in the matter of 
railway tariffs. He aecepted, and for a 
few months conducted this department 
with the same notable ability that had 
formerly marked his railway manage- 
ment. Then the position of minister of 
Ways and communications became va- 
cant, and the czar appointed Witte, who 
had made himself by effort and ability, 
and nothing else, the chief railway man 
of the empire, to this cabinet position. 
He held it for a vear with brilliancy and 
distinction. Then fate yielded at last her 
entire favors to this man who eould not 
be denied. The position of minister of 
finance became vacant, and the czar 
looked over the ‘heads of bankers, over 
theoretical financiers, over all, to the 
practical man of affairs, who knew how 
to create sources of revenue and how to 
spend economically that. revenue after 
it had been collected.

Germans Lost Twa Officers and Seven

Berlin, April I6.—A dispatch from 
Colona Leuitwein, governor of German 
Southwest Africa, reports that a superior 
force of Herreros attacked his column, 
which was advancing on Oviumbo, on 
April 13. The attacking force was re- 
pulsed with loss. Two officers and seven 
troopers ‘were killed in the fight with the 
Hierreros, which lasted ten hours.

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HOME RULE FOR EGYPT. 


Khedive’s Interest in an Organized 
Agitation. 


(From The London Mail.) 

At the present moment Egypt is passing 
through an acute political crisis owing 
to an organized agitation in favor of an 
Egyptian parliament, an old idea once 
vaguely supported by Lord Dufferin. 

Sbelxh Ali. Yussuf, editor and pro 
prietor of The Mouayad, the most widely 
read and influential paper in the east, 
an intimate friend and counsellor of the 
xhedive, and a man of keen intelligence 
with unbounded influence on the Egyp- 
tian people, recently proposed at a meet- 
ing of the general assembly that the 
government be requestd to form an 
Egyptian parliament on the main lines 


ee 
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of the French chamber of deputies. 

After he had explained his scheme at 
length, the majority of the members 
adopted his views and voted in favor of 
approaching the government on the sub- 
ject. 

The assembly, it may be stated, is a 
deliberative body which meets every two 
years. The government is not bound by 
its views. 

Two other public men have joined the 
movement, the editor of The Lewa news- 
paper and another friend of the khedive, 
a past master in the art of intrigue. 
These three men are bitterly hostile to 
each other, and the fact that the only 
bond of sentiment betwees them is their 
friendship with the khedive gives en- 
lightened Egyptians cause for reflection. 

Every Egyptian wishes for the creation 
of a parliament, but no one desires !t 


under such auspices. The khedive is 
not particularly popular, and as public 
opinion identifies him with the agitation 
the matter is treated as a personal one 
and inspires coldness and distrust.

“Hie business is mainly connected with 
music hall managers and with variety 
artists. ‘Foreigners, to whom applause 1s 
as necessary as their breath, learn his 
name and address on the continent, and 
when they come to London they call on 
him, and, saying they have been engaged 
at such and such a hall, ask him to pro- 
vide a guarantee of a certain amount of 
public ‘“‘appreciation” for them. There 
are a number of foreigne™ in London 
who are too poor to pay for a seat in a 
theater. ‘Tihese call on the claquer and 
he gives them a pass, on condition that 
they applaud the artists in whom he is 
interested. The foreigners are mainly 
Italians or French-Swiss. -They applaud 
the “turns” the claquer selects, and at 
the close have not only witnessed an en- 
joyable entertainment, but are often in 
pocket. 

But the claquer does not arrancoffor 
applause for bad performers. The pablic 
would not follow the lead of his ‘“*boys,” 
and this might damage his business. With 
a d artist you can stir an apathetic 
audience by judiciously arranged ap- 
plause, but ne power on earth will induce 
the London public to appreciate a poor 
Or a vulgar turn.

Passing of the Fire Engine. 
(From Harper's Weekly.) 

The recent completion of a powerful 
pumping plant and a system of independ- 
ent high-pressure fire mains in the city of 
Philadelphia to take the place of horse or 
motor-driven steam fire engines is note- 
worthy as indicating the tendency toward 
centralization in modern mechanical] engi- 
neering practice. While it may be too 
much to say that it marks the beginning 
of the disappearance of the fire engine in 
large cities, nevertheless, it seems quite 
clear that such*a plant can furnish more 
effective protection to a given area. and 
that, aside from its Initial cost, it is lecs 
expensive to maintain. The advantage to 
the citizens is shown by the fact that for 
the district in Philadelphia protected hy 
the new plant insurance rates have been 
decreased 15 cents per $100. and with the 
increased efficiency of the system a fur- 
ther decrease of 10 cents is promised. 

In outline the new pumping system may 
be described briefly as follows It consists 
of a number of powerful pumps driven by 
gas engines and located in a single build- 
ing 72 by 140 feet. and using an independ- 
ent and never-falling supply of water de- 
rived from the Delaware river. This js 
distributed under high pressure through a 
network of especially constructed mains, 
aggregating some nine miles in length. 
over the selected territory which includes 
about 425 acres. The hose is attached di- 
rectly to hydrants of a special pattern, 
and it is possible to send four streams to 
the top of the ‘highest skyscraper in Phil- 
adelphia.: The plant is said to take the 
place of more than forty fire engines, and 
the pressure furnished and consequent 
efficiency is far beyond that of ordinary 
fire .enginea. : ve

spring Weather Suddenly 
Interrupted. by Cold 
Snap, 


A period of balmy, spring weather was 
suddenly followed on yesterday by a 
cold spap that rendered fires and over- 
coats and other winter garments com- 
fortable and imparted to the day a gen- 
eral wintry tinge. 

The temperature fel] Steadily during 
the afternoon and night, and the local 
weather bureau announced that a min- 
imum of at least 36 degrees was expected 


this morning. This means only 4 degrees 
above the freezing point, an unusual 
weather condition for this season of the 
year. 

Last night’s temperature was favorable 
for frost, but a brisk wind and partial 
cloudiness prevented it. It is stated that 
the conditions are even more favorable 
for a frost tonight than they were last 
night, but even if frost does put jn an 
appearance, it is not believed that it will 
be heavy enough to do any material 
damage. 

The official thermometer of the weather 
bureau recorded a temperature of 43 
degrees last night at 7 o’c:ock, and at 
9:30 o'clock the temperature wag 4! 
degrees, and still falling. The maximum 
temperature for yesterday was 64 de- 
grees, registered about 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

The cold snap extends over the whole 
of the country east of the Rocky moun- 
tains, with the exception of the extreme 
southeast, and abnormal temperature 
prevailed generally. Early in the night 
the temperature in the vicinity of the 
great lakes was below freezing, which 
indicated that it would go lower by this 
morning. The lowest temperature last 
night.. according to the reports received 
at the office of the local weather bureau, 
was 26 degrees at Buffalo. 

The cold is caused by a high barometer 
which originated in the northwest, and 
which is moving eastward. The high was 
central last night over Chicago. This 
condition resulted in the cold northWest 
winds blowing out of the high into the 
area of low barometer which prevailed 
in the east. The reports last night gave 
no indication as to the duration of the 
cold weather.

His relatives received a let- 
ter from him in the month of November 
last year. They answered him to New 
Year, but both the letters were sent to 
Evyrope. For this reason we became 
anxious. It is possible that Robert fell 
sick and he died and that nobody sent 
us a notice of his death. Or as Mer. 
Buchmayer is a very lively man and 
very hot tempered he had a quarrel with 
his companions and was hurt or mur- 
dered. 

“Still, it would be possible that he left 
your house and perished on this jour- 
ney. hia, eae 

“Be that as it may, you woul oblige 
me very much by eiving me sOme news 
about Mr. Buchmayer’s disappearance or 
whereabouts. 

“Hoping to hear from you soon, I have 
the honor to remain, Yours respectfully, 

“DR. JACOB SCHNEI R, 
“*Advocate.”’ 

“Thank you in advance for your trou- 
ble.’’ 

So far as is known Mr. Buchmayer 
curbed his hot temper while in the em- 
ploy of the Piedmont and no one has 
observed his body lying about.

Dr. Paul G. Herr, of Berlin, Germany, 
who is traveling itn the United States 
to make some investigations of American 
penal and industrial conditions for the 
University of Berlin, igs spending the 
Week in Atlanta, 

Dr. Herr is a young man and of easy 
approach. Since his arrival in New York 
he has visited Boston, Cambridge, Pitts- 
burg and Chicago. He will go from here 
to Tuskegee, Ala., thence to New Or- 
leans and after a visit to St. Louis will 
return to. Germany. 

In speaking of his mission and tray- 
els in this country Dr. Herr said yes- 
terday: 

“I came to this country for a twofold 
purpose, to study penal institutions and 
industrial development, especially in the 
southern part of tiré United States. What 
I desire to investigate is what you call 
reformatory methodg of handling con- 
Vvicts. 

“This question is of great interest in 
Germany: How to punish and at the 
same time benefit the convict? How to 
imprison him and yet throw about him 
in his imprisonment such conditions and 
influences that he will leave prison a 
better man, better qualified to take an 
honest, industrious place in the world 
than when he was sentenced by the 
courts? 

“Tomorrow [I shall 
prison here in Atlanta, and expect to 
Spend a very pleasant day, for I have 
heard a great deal about this penitentiary 
and am anxious to see it for myseiT. 

“IT am much interested, too, in the tn- 
dustrial development in the southern part 
of the United States. This I believe is 
the section of the country which has ex- 
perienced the largest growth recently in 
manufacturing. The manufacturing In- 
dustries of the north. were pretty well 
bullt up,some time ago, but I understand 
that in/the south a great deal of the in- 
dustries are of recent date. What I have 
seen certainly indicates great activiey 
along these lines. 

“T have spent this day in visiting sev- 
eral cotton mills, and was surprised and 
pleased by what I saw. And yet with all 
the growth of the cotton industry in the 
United States I don’t think the milling 
business in Europe has suffered to any 
great extent, at least becadS8e of the in- 
creased output of American mills: You 
see, the European mills make only the 
finest goods, and as yet American mills 
have not entered into serious competition 
with them in these lines. 

“IT don’t think the Nigh price of cot- 
ton has affected many German mills, for

“Several times,”’ said the colondl the 
other‘G@ay, “I have. been in Atlanta cafes 
and restaurants and sat at the same ta- 
ble with two or three acquaintances. 
Well, they were pleasant gentiemen, and 
so, as we ate, we chatted, one waiter 
serving al) of us at the same table. 

“The waiter, No doubt, observed that 
we were acquaintances, at least, and 
when we finished made out the check for 
the entire amount aH had ordered and 
laia this check by the plate of one in- 
dividual. Now, this was decidedly em- 
barrassing. Perhaps, the gentleman 
who was unfortunate enough to get the 
check didn’t have money enough with 
him to pay the whole amount. At any 
rate, he ought not to be thus forced to 
pay for what several acquaintanccs had 
disposed of eimply because he happened 
to be sitting at the table with them. 

“This has happened to me not only in 
one, but in several of the best restau- 
rants and cafes in Atlanta. Sometimes 
I have been given the check; sometimes 
another gentleman at the table. But, 
either way it goes, some embarrassment 
is bound to result. The fellow who gets 
the check can’t very well decline to pay 
it when the others at the table are 
pretty good friends of his, and some 
men would be embarrassed if another 
offered to pay his part of the check. 

“tr don’t know whether the manage- 
ment of the places where this has hap- 
pened are aware of what fhieir eimploy- 
ees do, but they should look into ft and 
correct the evil. I have conversed with 
friends about it, both residents of the 
city and people who occasionally visit 
here, and in both instances they have re- 
lated similar experiences. “ither the 
management of the _ restaurants and 
cafes ought to stop the practice on the 
part of the walters, or the public ought 
to throw aside any feelings of delicacy 
that might naturally arise and squelch 
the waiters personaly.”

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SEVERE ROAST 
FOR ROOSEVELT 


Patterson, of Tennessee, 
Tells House of President’s 
Record, 


Washington, April 1!6.—The routine 


work of the general deficiency bill was 
nearly completed by the house today. 
preceding this the District of Columbia 
was legislated for in severa] minor mat- 
ters. The feature of the day was a 
speech of criticism on ‘Theodore Roose- 
velit, the republican presidential candi- 
date’”’ by Representative Patterson, of 
Tennessee. 

Referring to a recent speech of Mr. 
Grosvenor ‘delivered in silence’’ (the 
Speech was inserted under a leave to 
print) and giving the record of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt on the labor problem. 
Mr. Patterson referred to the surmises 
in some quarters that this speech eman- 
ated from the white house. 

After expressing his admiration for the 
president as a ranchmen, soldier and an 
author, Mr. Patterson quoted at length 
from the writings of the president to 
show his estimate of the public men of 
the country, past and present. Mr. 
Rooseveit, had declared one third of 
the New York legislature, of which he 
was a member was corrupt, that both 
parties in that state were dominated by 
corruption; while civil service commis- 
sioner, the president had condemned a 
speech of Mr.-Grosvenor in opposition to 
an appropriation for that service as 
“either full of ignorance or gross mis- 
statement.”’ 

The president's writings on former 
presidents were quoted at length by Mr. 
Patterson, and in many instances com- 
mented on as grossly unjust criticisms. 

While referring to the president's “‘con- 
stant talk of war,’’ Mr. Patterson was 
asked by Mr. Cooper, of Wisconsin; why 
it was that the foreign relations of the 
United States were so uniformly cordial 
under Mr. Roosevelt’s administration. 

When this was the case, the talk of 
War was inexcusable, was the reply. 

Mr. Baker, of New York, offered an 
amendment to the deficiency bill appro- 
priating $100,000 to pay for the special 
trains which it was stated had been 
used by the president during the past 
two years. A point of order was made 
and sustained against the amendment. 

Mr. Hemenway offered an amendment, 
which was accepted without discussion, 
providing $10,000 ag requested by the 
secretary of the navy for the proper 
disposition of the remains of the victims 
‘of the explosion on the battle ship 
Missouri. 


The house adjourned until Monday.

The friends of both 
candidates claim the county, For judge 
of the Cherokee circuit the incumbent, 
Hion. A. W. Fite, is opposed by Colonel 
R. J.. McCamy, of Dalton. Ag in the 
race for solicitor general, the friends of 
both contestants are claiming the county, 
but it is believed by many that Judge 
Fite will succeed himself by a small ma- 
jority. 

In the congressional race the county is 
given to Hon. Gordon, Lee, buwt the 
friends of Hon. G. R. Hutchens are mak- 
ing a great effort to turn the tide to 
their candidate.

RIGHT TO SUE 
IS SUSTAINED 


Shareholders Allowed To 
Maintain Building and 
Loan Suits, 


United States Judge William T. New- 
man yesterday rendered an important de- 
cision affecting the status of cases of 
Lake et al. against the Southern Home 
Building and Loan Association, and Dixon 
et al. against the Atlanta Home Building 
and Loan Association, the main feature 
of the decision being the investment in 
the shareholders of the right to maintain 
the suits now pending. 

The defendants some time ago filed a 
demurrer, in which it was insisted that 
the shareholders could not sue, but that 
if suit was instituted at all, the receivers 
of the court would have to bring it, Sev- 
eral other features were also set out by 
the defendants, but the main issue, it is 
stated, hinged on the right of the share- 
holders to bring action against the as- 
sociations. It is expected that the orig- 
iral suits will now be called for trial 
within a short time. 

The bill filed by the stockholders is an 
effort on their part to set aside certain 
gales of assets of the building and loan 
associations made by the receivers to the 
Nationa] Finance Company, of New York, 
the stockholders alleging that the sales 
were fraudulent, It is charged that the 
purchasers were attorneys and directors 
of the building and loan associations; 
that they took advantage of their know!l- 
edge and of the depressed value of the as- 
sets, and bought them in for a song. It 
ie further charged that a huge sum of 
money was made out of the deal, which 
should be returned into court and paid to 
the stockholders, 

A demurrer of the defendants to a fea- 
ture of the litigation, in which scandal 
and impertinence is charged, concerning 
a Baltimore association, was sustained by 
the court. 

Summary of Decision. 

The following is a summary of Judge 
Newman's decision on the several dif- 
ferent points: 

‘1. I think these dependent bills make 
a case requiring the defendants to an- 
ewer. 

“2 I think the shareholders may prop- 
erly institute this procceding. 

“3. I think the order for a decree pro 
confesso against the Nationa] Finance 
Company should be set aside. 

‘4. I think the demurrer for scandal] 
end impertinence should be _ sustained, 
striking the paragraphs ‘ndicated, viz: 
from 5 to !7, inclusive, of the amendment 


of February 26, 1904, 
‘6 The allegations with reference to the 


of national bank are deemed insuffi- 


cient, and will be stricken, unless 
amended. 

“6. The case will be allowed to pro- 
ceed on the dependent bill filed November 
21, 1903, with the right to proceed on the 
irtervening petition for discovery, chang- 
ed now to a dependent bill, for the pur- 
pese of obtaining discovery only, should 
counsel desire to do so.’’

Early Cotton Cultivation. 

In 1820, when Queensland was a vast 
unexplored wilderness (and portions of 
the state are stil] terra incognita) Com- 
mandant Logan fostered cotton cultiva- 
tion on the shores of Moreton bay, and 
Sent home a bagful of the product to the 
colonial office. It was cotton of excellent 
quality. In the early sixties, when the 
American civil war was raging, the ques- 
tion of cotton was one of great interest 
in the Australian colonies. The people of 
New South Wales had visions of being 
able to supply the enormous demand of 
the English mill owners. In June, 1862, 
the parliament of the colony passed a 
bill by which grants of waste Jand might 
be made to associations and responsible 
persons, on certain conditions, provided 
they would undertake cotton culture on 
such grants. This was legislation in the 
right direction, but the lack of scientific 
or practical] knowledge of cotton-growing 
rendered the efforts of such enthusiasts 
as took up land for the purpose abortive.

40,000 bales. The best plants grew not 
on scrub soils, but on ordinary forest 
soils. The cotton was of excellent fiber 
and of a creamy color. We introduced 
ging from the United States, and cotton 
was ginned, in that period, at three dif- 
ferent places in the colony. Cotton came 
before sugar in Queensland. From 
1867 to 1872 the streets of Ipswich 
were thronged with cotton drays. At 
Peak mountain, Helidon, Lockyer's creek, 
and in the country surrounding them, 
all in the vicinity of Brisbane, were cot- 
ton plantations. Cotton growing settled 
the people on the soil at once, for 
those were the days when immigrants 
were pouring into Queensland, and it 
kept them on the land. There were 
three big cotton firms—and they were 
ploneer cotton firms—Clark, Hodgson & 
Co.; Cribb & Foote and J. & G. Harris, 
I was Clarke. Hodgson & Co.'s mana- 
ger at Ips@ech, so I can speak with 
authority about Queensland = eotton. 
Clarke, Hodgson & Co. had an arrange- 
ment with Davitt, Moore & (Co.. who 
owned a line of vessels, for the shipment 
of their cotton to England. Things 
went well in the cotton business in 
Queensland until cotton fell 4d in London 
for clean cotton, which Was a staggerer 
to the cotton growers and caused them 
to jump to’ the conclusion that cotton 
raising in Queensland was done for. 
They became disgusted and abandoned 
the business altogether, and I was among 
them. The cause of the fall was the 
large influx of American cotton, after 
the civil war in America, into England, 
and it, with Egyptian, Indian and Aus- 
tralian glutting the market. At about 
this same. period (1872) the northern 
tld fields fever broke out, and there 
was a rush of al! classes to the mines. 
This caused a demand for farm produce 
at the mines, which, in turn, led farmers 
to grow such produce. They were al- 
ready disgusted with cotton growing, as 


(land by the colonial government. 


It was not a success. I think that by ac- 
climatization or certain crossings sea 
island cotton can be made a success 
there. If the federal parliament will do 
Justice to the agriculturists of Queensland 
in the way of providing them with cheap, 
reliable labor, not necessarily al] -black, 
but 40 per cent olack, the farmers would 
be encouraged to try cotton raising again. 
I believe there is greater wealth in cot- 
ton culture thamin wool in Australia, for 
the former can be carried on without the 
aid of irrigation. Irrigation was not 
known in Queensland when we grew cot- 
ton before, and the roads and bridges are 
far better now than then, which means 
much better transportation facilities. A 
bonus was paid cotton growers in Queens- 
It was 
a sliding ‘bonus, being £7 a bale when 
the industry began and only £3 a bale 
wnen cotton growing was abandoned. as 
has already been described, owing to the 
slump in the English market. The year 
1872, when this slump occurred. was to 
have seen the end of the colonial bonus.”’ 
Mr. -Craig insists that regardless of any 
bonus, cotton growing would have proved 
a big and a lucrative business if the far- 
mers had kept at it. In support of this 
argument he cites the Queensland sugar 
industry, which is now a most flourgshing 
one. This industry was fostered at the 
Outset by bonuses. 

In 1898-99 A. M. Howell, a cotton ex- 
pert, conducted a cotton growing experi- 
ment for the New South Wales depart- 
ment of agricluture on the Moonbi experi- 
ment farm, 300 miles north of Sydney. 
The experimental patch was two acres of 
low ground with a top soil of sandy loam 
and a subsoil of yellow clay, the soi] con- 
taining good percentages of potash, lime 
and phosphoric acid. The variety of cot- 
ton sown was that known as Peterkin, 
Mr. Howell reported of this experiment: 

“The growing season Was one not only 
of extraordinary drougnt, but of high 
winds during the first three months of 
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Australla is close to Asia and is con- 
nected with it by fast steam communica- 
tion. When Australia does embark upon 
cotton culture Australian cotton may Stp- 
plant American cottons in the Far Bast.

Morris died recently, leaving $300 in- 
eurance in the Knights of Pythias (col- 
ored). Emma Morris collected the insur- 
ance by securing a lapsed policy, erasing 
the name on it and substituting therefor 
“John Morris.”’ 

She deposited the money in a bank and 
Josie King garnisheed it, claiming $100 of 
the sum. The defense claimed that Annie 
Morris is a white woman and that Mor- 
ris’ marriage to her was illegal and w'osie 
King was an illegitimate child. The plain- 
€iff claimed that Annie Morris is a negro, 
that the first marriage was legal and that 
the second marriage was illegal, as no di- 
‘voree from the first wife had been ob- 
tained. Annie Morris stated that she did 
not knew whether she was white or cel- 
cored. She said that she was raised by 
ea white woman whe said she was her 
mother, but that she had spent her life 
@mong negroes. She looks like a white 
person. The judge decided she had negro 

“hlood in her veins and decided the case 
"in favor of her daughter, Josie King. The

All Papers Renadv To Be Signed and 
Delivered. 

Paris, April 16.—All the popers neces- 
sary for the transfer of the Panama ¢a- 
nal to the Tinited States are now cOm- 
pleted. They Include lengthy inventories 
and schedules of the nropertv belonging 
to the company. both In Panama, in 
Paris and elsewhere. These have been 
carefully gone over and checked up by 
W. A. Day and Charles W. Russell, as- 
sistant attorney generals, who came from 
Washington to assist in the transfer of 
the property, and the officers of the com- 
pany. 

The most. important paper is the con- 
tract for the sale. This sets forth all 
the preliminary negotiations between the 
United States and the company leading 
up to the transfer and the final ratifica- 
tion of the fransfer by the stockholders 
of the company. The consideration is said 
to be $49,000,000. The signing of the 
contract will occur immediately after 
the meeting of the stockholders next Sat- 
urday.

They Do Not Believe In Christ Be- 
cause Christians Are So Un- 
like Him—/Vere Oarewe 
Visits Jew-Sectarians 
in Oaucasus, 


(Note—The procurator of the Russian 

ely synod told Americans a week ago 
that Russians are natural born Jew hat- 
ers, It Ig not trne. On the contrary, as 
a nation, the Russians do think so much 
of Judiasm that ten millions of them re- 
turned to the ancient faith, as set forth 
by Vere Carewe.) 

Jelenovka, Caucasus, March 16.—(Spe- 
clal Correspondence.)—In the province of 
Brivan the Jew-Christians, so called, are 
more numerous than in any other part of 
the Russian empire, and at Jelenovka 
they have their temple. Jew-Christians 
is a misnomer, the Orthodox church’s 
designation, Jew-Sectarians being more 
correct. Sabbathians is the title they 
gave to themselves. 

Your correspondent arrived on a Satur- 
day, the Sabbathfans’ Sunday, and with 
Dr. Furatcheff, the learned theologian 
and philosopher, went to their meeting 
house. 

The temple was furnished like the aver- 
age synagogue, and the men wore white 
shrouds. Tife services were in accord- 
ance with the rites of the Jewish church, 
but it seemed to us that greater rever- 
ence and devotion prevailed. At their 


conclusion men and women crowded 
around, strangers, to ask if they could 
be of any use, offering hospitality in the 
Neartiest fashion. Your correspondent 
saw that the Jew-Sectarians were typica] 
RuSgians in face, figure, language, cos- 
tume and other national characteristics. 
Of the men none exhibited the slightest 
relationship to the. Jewish type, but 
among the women several Jewesses were 
noticed, all. young and comely, 

The doctor, as interpreter, gathered In 
following facts from the elders. 

The Jew-Sectariangs of the Caucasus are, 
for the most part, great Russians, emi- 
grants from the provinces of Tamboff 
and Voromesh. The Jewish women whom 
we had noticed belonged to the Oriental 
race. “Our boys are making a practice 
of marrying Jewish girls,”’ said the elder, 
“and we are well satisfied with it. We 
do not believe in marriage among peo- 
ple of the Same blood.”’ 

Women Not Equals of Men. 

The doctor said to one of the women, 
a Great-Russian: “I noticed that the men 
Sang a hymn praising the Lord that he 
had not made them women, “Do you not 
feel chagrined at that?’ 

“Not at all,”” :eplied the woman. “We 
are satisfied with our lot and are bet- 
ter treated than the Christian women of 
the land, even if the men do think, like 
those of the Old Testament, that they 
tare superior to us.” P 

“And is it true that you do not recog- 
nize Jesus Christ?” continued the doc- 
tor, addressing himself to the presiding 
elder. 

“We do not recognize the God of the 
Christians,” was the decided reply. 
‘Neither did our fathers or grandfath- 
ers.”’ 

“Maybe,” replied the doctor, “‘but inves- 
tigations show that your great-grand- 
fathers wrre Christians, belonging to 
the sect of the Molokanes.”’ 

“I know that you are a very learned 
man who does not make statements with- 
out warrant and fact,”’ replied the presid- 
Ing elder, bowing respectfully, “but what 
of it if our great-grandfathers were Chris- 
tians? We do not hate the Christians; 
we do not make war upon them as Chris- 
tians do upon Jews.” 

The doctor said: “TI desire to remind 
you of the law of Moses in which you 
profess to believe. This law Says the 
Ammonites and Moabites may never en- 
ter the kingdom of God, while the Egyp- 
tian and others may enter it only in the 
third generation. I suppose you liken 
yourselves to the Egyptians, but even 
so, you cannot become part and parce] 
of the chosen people until the third gen- 
eration,’’ 

“We do not dispute the facts you 
set forth, learned man," said the elder, 
“ut answer this: What became of the 
ten tribes of Israel, that were carried 
away into the Assyrian bondage?” 

The doctor replied: “I hold with others 
that the descendents of those tribes are 
distributed over the face of the globe.” 

“And we are of the opinion that a 
large portion of them made their way 
to Russia,” said the elder with sublime 
faith, “ang that the Russian nation 
sprung from them.” 

“And what proof have you got that 
such was the case?” inquired the doctor 
very much interested. 


The Book of Ezra. 

“The proof is in the Book of Bara.” 

The elder went to the ark of the cove- 
nant and took from it a large folto 
parchment, inscribed in Hebrew letters. 

“Here we have the Jewish historian 
in full, not a few scant chapters merely, 
found in your so-called Christian 
Bible.”’ 

The sectarians allowed the doctor to ex- 
amine the book and after Studying the 
volume an hour or longer he said: ‘“‘But 
history recognizes only one book of Ezra. 
The book Ne-hem-i-ah, I admit, is some- 
times taken to be the second book of 
Ezra, but it fs agreeq among theologians 
that the third book, which you have 
here, is false, the work of later writers.”

ON COTTON SPECULATORS 
BRITAIN WILL MAKE WAR 


By Jos: Ohl. 


Washington, April 16.—(Special.)—*"To 
@Gisarm the yankee speculators and free 
the manufacturing trade from itg pres- 
ent difficulties by increasing the supply 
of raw material’ is, according to oc. 
Deiro, the Brazilian vice consul at Man- 
chester, England, the primary aim of the 
development of the cotton growing in- 
dustry both in the British empire and 
in Brazil. So vitally interesting to the 
people of the south is this question of 
cotton growing in foreign countries that 
the state department has permitted the 
publication of an interesting statement 
recently made by Vice Consul Deiro on 
this subject. 

It should be remembered that British 
trade with Brazil greatly exceeds that of 
the United States and the sympathy be- 
tween the commercial people of Great 
Britain and Brazil is widespread. Vice 
Consul Deiro says at the outset of his 
statement that he is heartily in sym- 
pathy with, and fully advised as to, the 
importance of the scheme which is being 
promoted in England for the develop- 
ment of cotton growing within the limits 
of the British empire. He calls attention 
to the pushing of a similar scheme in 
Brazil, which so far from being antago- 
nigtic, is, he doclares, in perfect har- 
mony with the British scheme. 

Cotton Growing Well Established. 

“The aim in both cases would be iden- 
tical,’’ continues the Brazilian vice con- 
sul, “to disarm the yankee speculators 
and free the manufacturing trade from 
its present difficulties by increasing the 
supply of raw material. To whatever 
extent and in whatever manner or direc- 
tion this aim be achieved the manufac- 
turers of Lancashire must be direct and 
immediate gainers. There is, however, 
an essentia] difference between these two 
proposals which should not be lost sight 
of. Whereas the achome for British grown 
cotton is in the initial and experimen- 
tal stages and cannot be expected to 
bring. relief for a very long time, the cot- 
ton growing industry in Brazil is well 
established, and there are no insurmount- 
able difficulties in the way of its enor- 
mous and rapid development. It may 
be argued that in the latter event the 
British manufacturefs would not have so 
advantageous a control over the supply as 


in the former; but, on the other hand, 
I think it will be admitted that any con- 
siderable increase in the supply from 
whatever quarter, and especially from 
outside the United States, must tend to 
render concerning operations more fu- 
tile and to ease prices, Moreover, the 
labor problem does not present such diffi- 
culties in Brazil as in Nigeria and other 
regions suggested. The cotton growing 
States of the great South American re- 
public already contain over 6,000,000 peo- 
ple; the natives are in a fairly advanced 
stage of civilization, and there are many 
white settlers.” 
More Railroads Needed. 


Mr. Diero admits that the industry in 
Brazil is hampered by a lack of railway 


transportation, but he points to the fact 
that there is no scarcity of rivers which 
can at some cost be improved by re- 
moving sand banks and reefs, He urges 
the immediate conStruction of railways 
to connect the interior with the coast, 
Brazil produced 235,331 bales of cotton 
in 1902, but in 1903 the production fel] 
off to 175,033 bales. Mr. Deiro claims 
that the Pernam cotton which is raised 
in q certain section of Brazil compares 
With the best grades of cotton raised 
In the United States. 

Relief from the American monopoly of 
this industry is not the only argument 
advanced by Mr. Deiro why cotton gTrow- 
ing should receive an impetus in Great 
Britain and in Brazil as well as in other 
parts of the world. Referring to the 


ravages which have destroyed grapes and 
oranges in Europe, he asks: 

“What guaranty have we that at some 
time or other a similar visitation may 
not ravage the cotton growing areas of 
the United States? Here would indeed be 
a calamity against which those men- 
tioned would pale into insignificance. 
The imagination is appalled at he bare 
thought of such a possibility, for there 
is probably no single industry in the 
world—food production again excepted— 
upon the prosperity of which the lives 
and happiness of so many millions 
depend. And yet who shall say, with 
many such experiences as I have quoted 
before them, that it is even remotely im- 
probable? Disregard it as we will, the 
black menace of such a disaster hangs 
over us, and must hang over us so long

It 
is almost impossible to predict where it 
will begin ite ravages and once it has 
hegun in earnest the planter can do lit- 
tle more than stand by and witness the 
havoc which it is creating. But apart 
from this there is always the probability 
of some natural disaster—storm, tornado 
or flood—which by destroying even a 
comparatively small portion of one sea- 
son’s crop would accentulate the difficul- 
ties under which Lancashire so acutely 
suffers by increasing the normal defi- 
clency of supply to demand.’”’ 
Brazil Might Give Subsidy. 

In view of the difficulties that must be 
met in pushing the industry in Brazil, 
Mr. Deiro is of the opinion that some 
sort of subsidy for the industry could be 
obtained from the Brazilian government. 
It would be necessary, he points out, for 
the Brazillian government, however, to 
ask for some conditions by which its in- 
terests would be safeguarded should it 
undertake to ‘assist the cotton industry, 
because of its unfortunate experience 
with the coffee industry in the recent 
depression. 

Nor is Mr. Deiro blind to the many’ 
difficulties which are in the way of 
the development of cotton growing in his 
country. “Supposing such an impetus 
be given cotton growing,” he suggests, 
“that the supply in the near future 
should exceed the demand, what will be- 
come of the people who have been in- 
duced to invest their capital and labor 
in that industry? We have seen how a 
shortage representing a comparatively 
small percentage of the American crop 
enables speculators to send up prices 
100 <r 150 per cent. What guaranty is 
bales—a contingency which is quite pos- 
there that in th. event of the world’s 
supply being increased, say, by 5,000,000 
sivle and almost probable—prices would 


not fall so low in a single season us to. 


-E> unremunerative to the grower? 
Low Prices of the Past. 


“We have only to look back as far as 


January, 1895, to recollect middling 
American cotton at the low price of 


231-32d. The crop then, although rathey 
heavy, was nut greatly above the normal 


figure, yet prices went so low as to be 
barely remunerative. Had another 1,000,- 


000 or 2,000,000 bales been put on the 
market the planter might have had to 
sell at an actual loss. The possibility of 
such a result ‘accruing in the course of 
a few years from a cotton growing boom 
within or without the British empire ap- 
peals to me as one of the grave dangers 
against which it is necessary to guard. 
That it can be provided wgainst I feel 
and courageous effort.” 

Mr. Deiro does not attempt. to deal 
with the details of such a scheme. His 
primary object in making the statement, 
he says, was to point out the possibilities 
of developing the/coton growing industry 
in brazil, and he says he has introduced 
these wider conclusions only because he 
thinks no movement can be permanently 
successful which does not take fully into 
account all the possibilities of the fu- 


ture. 
“The guaranty of fair remuneration,” 


he concludes, “for the producer is as 
much a manufacturer's as a planter’s 
question, for without it there can be no 
certainty of a permanently adequate sup- 
ply.’’

The Constitution has had more than 
one occasion recently to call the atten- 
tton of its readers to the steadily grow- 
ing reputation among men of all par- 
ties of John Sharp Williams, the leader 
of the democratic minority on the floor 
of the house of representatives.

They spring up without a moment's 
warning, and unless the minority has 
complete confidence in the man who 
has been chosen to lead it, and rests 
securely in the belief that he is fully 
prepared for tke emergency, there is 
bound to be confusion and ineffective 
action. 

The result of this confusion does not 
appear at the moment to be impor- 
tant; to the casual observer, no action 
the minority may take, whether in- 
dividually or collectively, can be of 
any moment; but it is of immense im- 
portance, not only to the minority, but 
to the party at large to feel that the 
right thing has been done in the right 
way and at the rigbt It adds 
largely to the party enthusiasm to 
realize that its representatives have 
organized themselves into a compact, 
aggressive body always on the alert, 
always eager, atways ready for the un- 
expected, and always certain to take 
advantage of every opportunity offered 
by a huge majority, which is so certain 
of its numbers that it is sometimes 
loose and careless in its tactics.

In this way, and by these means. it 
is possible for a minority, no matter 
how small, to have a decided influence 
on the general course of legislation, 
and at the same time have a salutary 
effect on the public opinion that may 
be described as superior to the mere 
partisan aims of politics. It is pos- 
sible, moreover, as we have hinted, foy 
a minority capably led, to exert a tre- 
mendous influence on the spirit and 
enthusiasm of the party it represents. 
It is able, in this way, to compose dif- 
ferences that are not material, to ren- 
der the doubtful more confident, and 
the hopeful more ceriain, and to pro- 
mote in various 
unity that is essential to party victory. 

Under the brilliant and always ef- 
fective leadership of John Sharp Wil- 
liams, the fact has been made apparent 
that the general policy of the demo- 
cratic party stands for the most of the 
great reforms that are necessary to the 
wholesome conduct of public affairs, as 
well as to the health and well beine of 
the republic. 

In view of these results the letter 
from our Washington correspondent, in 
which he gives a*sketch of Mr. Wil- 
liams, is as interesting as it is timely.

It is said of him that the demands of 
public life are not more important in 
his own estimation than his studies 
but he finds time for 
all, and especially has he found time 
in spite of aimself, to become one of 
the most interesting and engaging 
figures in public life today.

On 
the other hand, whetheY fine or com- 
mon, it may represent the very essence 
of home. 

The little house that the man and his 
friends remembered sv well and talked 
of with such delight had been swept 
away by time, and another more in 
keeping with our modern ideas had 
taken its place; Dut that fact made not 
the least difference in the world to 
those who had been familiar with it, 
for they were glad to admit that it 
had been the ideal hom, and their 
memories played about it constantly. 
It had been transfigured in their minds, 
and occupied a place by itself. 

What a happy world it would be if 
could order a home do 4 
ton of coal!

Besides these main features 
there are several interesting minor mat- 
ters connected with the primary, such as 
an expression in several gounties of the 
people’s choice for the democratic nom- 
inee for president and the action of the 
county committees following the primary 
in naming delegates to the state con- 
vention.

Governor Terrell, See- 
retary of State Phil Cook, Comptroller 
General Wright, Attorney General Hart, 
State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt, State Treasurer R. E. Park, Com- 
missioner of Agriculture O. B. Stevens 
and all but one of the justices of the 
supreme court, are unopposed for re- 
election. 

The interest in the state contests, how- 
ever, centers around the office of prison 
commissioner and the chief justiceship 
of the supreme court. Quiet but thorough 
campaigis have been condjicted in con- 
nection with these offices, the principal 

work in behalf of Chief Justice T. J. 
Simmons having been done by his friehds 
'n various parts of the state,while Judge 
R. B. Russell, of Winder, who Is op- 
posing him, has made an active can- 
vass of the state in his own behalf. Chalir- 
man J. Turner, of the prison com- 
mission, and Judson M. Strickland, of 
Spalding. who is opposing him, have Kept 
in close touch with their friends In 
all parts of the state. and the outcome 
is being awaited with a great deal of 
interest. 

These two contest

REST IN LAURENS SOIL

HE remov# next month of the re- 
Taine of ex-Governor George M. 
Troup from Rosemont cemetery, 
@iontgomery county, to Dublin, and the 
erection 6f a suitable monument in ac- 
cordance with an agreement effected by 
ithe city of Dubiin and his relatives, ap- 
‘proved by Governor Terrell, will consti- 
tute one of the most notable happenings 
Sn the state of Georgia during the ap- 
proaching summer. 
Governor Troup was a most remarkable 
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HON. GEO. M. TROUP, 
Who Remains Will Shortly Be Re- 
interred in Laurens County, 
Where He Lived for a Number 
of Years. He Served Georgia 
with Eminent Distinction Both 
as Chief Executive and as Sen- 
ator.

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‘yan. In a sketch of his life, dated 1900, 
_@ilarper's Cyclopedia of Prominent Men, 


the author says “Governor. Troup is per- 
haps more distinctjy remembered and 
thas impressed himself more vividly upon 
ithe history of Georgia than any of her 
fifty-seven executives.” I supplement 
ithis statement, that this impress upon 
history did not end merely locally upon 
‘our: beloved state. But naturally fervid, 
he was impassioned i:, debate, scrupu- 
Jously honest, he was listened to with 
respect: devoted to country, he gave to 
ther all his heart and hand, and beldly 
and fearlessly bringing many exegencies 
diuring his great career to successful cul- 
mination, gave him an international rep- 
utation. He was the fourteenth govern- 
or of the state, aspiring to the executive 
chair when quite qa young man. 

| Born in Alabama. 

He was porn at MclInfosh Bluff, on 
Tombigbee river, in Alabama, in Sep- 
‘tember, 1780, and having the advantage 
of the best educatioral facilities of the 
‘state, he was graduated with honor at 
Princeton at the age of |7. Read law in 
Savannah in 1800, and declined a nomina- 
tion to represent Chatham county, at 
‘that time being the residence of man; of 
‘the. ablest men of the state, at the ten- 
“ler age of 20. Here he took the bold po- 
‘gpition that the office should seek the 
man, and the man not the office. To 
this he cloSely adhered during his whole 
useful career, never in his life was he 
known to ask for an office or to elec- 
tioneer for one, yntil by his friends he 
Was urged to do so. The next three 
wears, 1801-02 and °03, however, he was 
overwhelmingly elected to the legislature 
end frof the outset took a leading part 
in all state affairs. In I®06 he was elect- 
ed to the United -States congress. where 
he remained till 1815, when he withdrew 
to private life. 

As a representative of Georgia he was 
distinguished by his opposition to the 
compromise. made by the federal legisla- 
ture with the Yazoo speculators. As a 
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légisiator of the union, he sustained the | 
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war measures which were adopted to- 
ward England. 

In 1816, in opposition to his own wishes 
Colonel Troup was elected a senator in 
congress over Dr. Bibb, a very distin- 
guished servant of Georgia. Dr. Bibb’s 
term wouid have expired on the 3d of 
March, 1817, but he resigned, and the 
legislature, in addition’ to the ensuing 
fall term, conferred the vacancy on Col- 
one] Troup. He continued but two vears 
in the senate. In 1!828 he was elevated 
to the chief magistracy of the state of 
Georgia. 

Welcomed Lafayette. 

During Governor Troup's administra. 
tionsethe great and good Lafayette visited 
America. He was the guest of Georgia. 


Governor Troup, in 1825, received him on 


the bluff of Savannah, delivering the fol- 
lowing address: 

“Welcome, Lafayette. General. it is more 
than ninety vears since the founders of 
this state first set foot upon the bank 
upon which you stand. Now, four hun-

Served in the Senate. 

Whilst in cengress Governor Troup took 
an active part in affairs that led up to the 
wars of 1812; was chairman of the mil- 
itary committee, author of many of the 
important bills of his time, and is said 
to have made some of the most power- 
ful speeches in both houses. He retired 
from the government service in Novem- 
‘per 1827, with a popularity equal to that 
of any former chief magistrate. 
he was recalled to the United States sen- 
ate. This appointment was accepted by 
him with unfeigned regret. Ill health 
and other circumstances had determined 
him to live in domestic seclusion. It is 
not generally known that when apprised 
of the legislature’s intention to send him 
to Washington he, to prevent it, hasten- 
ed from his home in Laurens to Milledge- 
ville, where he arrived only a few hours 
ifter his election. ‘He continued in con- 


gress until 1834, enjoying the respect and

Perhaps the most remarkable guberna- 
torial centest, or, we May say, contests, 
that ever happened in any state before or 
Since were those between George M. 


lines. were well 
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Troup and John Clark, of Georgia. The 
drawn. Remarkably 
brainy gnd highiy educated and far above 
all the’ political clap traps of the day, 
Troup naturally drew to him the support 
of the more substantial and better ele- 
ment of the land. Clark, other 
hand, being directly from 
class, poorly educated, but a natura! born 
politician, proved @ strong opponent. He 
drew to him all the weaker and the poor- 
er people. Hence the older and more ad- 
vanced parts of the state supported Troup 
and all of the backwoods region went 
solidly for Clark. 

Ulirie Phillips, in his valuable contribu- 
tion to history, “Georgia and States 
Rights,’ has contributed two maps of the 
state, one giving the counties for Troup 
and the counties for Clark, the other 
giving the counties who had a majority 
of -slaves and the counties who had 
the most white folks. This striking sim- 
jlarity of the maps is highly significant, 
Yor the reason that the presence in a 
county of a large proportion of negroes, 
99 per cent of whom were slaves, is con- 
clusive evidence, in view of the system 
prevailing, that a large proportion of 
the white people of that county were of 
the well-to-do class. With this line of 
reasoning and illustration, we reach a 
conclusion which strongly supports the 
above statement that the slave owners, 
who constituted the well-to-do class in 
Georgia, were as a rule members of the 
Troup party, and that the poorer whites, 
who tended to be the more numerous on 
the edges of settlement, were, as a rule, 
members of the Clark party. 

At that time, and for many yé¢ars 
thereafter, it was almost an invariable 
custom that if a man had five negroes 
or more he belonge@ to the Troup party; 
if he had four or less, he was & Clark 
man. Often in my early years have I 
heard the good old farmers of middle 
Georgia discuss the principal issue which 
seemed to be the rich against the poor, 
or, as we have it now, the confast of 
\labor and capita?. A man who owned 
ten negroes at that time was “a na- 
bob. A Troup man and agin’ the poor.” 
poor.” : 

During 1823, the governor's élection was 
determined by the legislature. This oc- 
ciitred on Niovember 26, and, as usual, 
the contest was verg doubtful. Within 
the hall of the assembly the partisans 
had wrought themselves into a siate of 
acute tension. It so happened that when 
162 votes had been counted the tally 
stood 8! to 8!, with four votes still in 
the hat. These proved to be all for 
‘Troup. The house west wild. A pictur- 
esque figure was that of Jesse Mercer, 
who staggered, overcome with joy. loud- 
iy praising heaven that he had lived to 
see the day.’

‘Lumpkin lays at Mr. Mercer’s door many 
of the votes that were cast against him 
in his numerous campaigns, saying that 
although the Baptist church was not a 
unit in politics, yét this good preacher 
always carried the bulk of its members 
for the Troup party.

But it is only a question of time, 
if the craze keeps for these ‘‘fads”’ 
to run the country just as they run the 
towns. The truth is that the “fad” 
idea has already a hold on many rural 
districts, but there is yet enough sense 
left there to leaven the thing if the great 
dailies of ihe country wil] go to work 
on lines that we know are no experi- 
ments. It is no experiment to gei back 
to parental authority and to the home 
as the foundation for all that is gooq 
The ‘‘fadist’’ may build “reformatories”’ 
and create all sorts of things to sup- 
plant parental authority and overshadow 
the home, but they will all prove 
failures, Ome will call for the crea- 
tion of another, until the world is de- 
moralized into anarchy and contusion.

He 
fas Tistened and learned He poseesses 
one of those rare methodical minds which 
not only become store houses of infor- 
mation, but in which store houses each 
separate piece of information is laid 
away, properly tagged and tabulated,to be 
pulled out for immediate use wien the 
proper occasion presents itself. Some men 
who rave acquired quantities of infor- 
mation are not always able to call it into 
play when most needed, but this man’s 
mind has all the method of an institution 
ram on the most approved card-index plan. 

A Thorough Parliamentarian. 

It is this really remarkable quality 
which makes him feared by the old re- 
publican leaders. Let there be a fight over 
some parliamentary point,* for instance. 
To sustain their contention Mr. Payne 
or Mr. Dalzell or Mr. Grosvenor will quote 
Mr. Speaker Crisp or Mr. Speaker Carlisle 
in some ruling running apparently on 
parallel lines with the position they as- 
sume—for it is good politics to show if 
possible that democratic speakers have 
taken the same “‘arbitrary’’ or otherwise 
criticised, position aS that now assumed 
oy the all-powerful rules committee which 
runs the house machine. Let them deviate 
form the facts as much as a hair’s- 
breadth, or let them distort those rulings 
to make them fit a different set of condi- 
tions, and Leader Willams promptly 
draws from the store house of his mem- 
ory the real facts about those democratic 
decisions; all properly assorted and tabu- 
lated, to confound them. Of course having 
the votes the republicans are able to run 
rough-shod over the minority, but it all 
makes a nasty showing for them in the 
Record and goes to the building up of pre- 
cedent chickens ‘which some day. will 
come home to roost on the republican 
back fence to crow in triumph at the then 
leaders of a republican minority. To keep 
this simile straight it Is necessary to as« 
@gume that these will be male chickens. 

In the same way have some of the star 
political arguments of the republican 
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leaders been punctured, to drop limply 
like toy balloons with the gas let out. A 
lot of instances of this could be ‘com- 
piled from the pages of The Congressional 
Record, would space permit their repro- 
duction, but one will illustrate what [ 
mean. Mr. Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, is 
the star protection orator on the repub- 
lican side. He is a real star, for no man 
knows more about tariff schedules and 
no man can make a protection speech 
more attractive in its glittering gener- 
alities and better calculated to hide the 
hideosities of trust-creating and trust- 
maintaining schedules by the painting of 
roseate pictures of prosperity for the 
delectation of the dear workingman. No 
session of congress is complete without 
one of these star performances on the 
part of the brilliant Pennsylvanian ad- 
vocate, designed principally, of course, 
for distribution as campaign literature. 


Destroying Republican Argument. 

A few days ago the Dalzell speech came, 
Its corner stone was the argument that 
all of the country’s prosperity ts due to 
the present high tariff schedules, which, 
he contended, have brought the balances 
of international trade in favor of the 
Inited States. There was an elaborate 
array of statistics to show these bal- 
ances of trade—this, in fact, was the 
chief feature of Mr. Dalzell’s speech. The 
republicans cheered their champion most 
liberally, and, from their standpoint, he 
deserved it, for many a man of them will 
make that speech as his own during the 
coming campaign, and will be called 


T “statesman” by admiring constituents. 


Then Mr. Williams was recognized. He 
had not expected the Dalzell speech, and 
there was no preparation to meet it; but 
in a talk of half an hour or so he pre- 
sented such a calm, clear, succinct argu- 
ment upon the tariff that a damp chill 
fell upon his previously exhuberant Tre- 
publican associates. The conclusions Mr. 
Dalzell had drawn from his premises 
were glittering enough to dazzle his re- 
publican confreres, and would have 
blinded many a man who undertook to 
reply, but the gentleman from Missis- 
sippi is no tyro to be drawn by attrac- 
tively presented conclusions away from 
the premises. He paid hjs respects to 
that balance-of-trade theory which was 
the whole foundation of the Dalzell 
speech, riddling it So compietely that 
there was nothing for the superstructure 
to do but tumble ignominiously. He 
showed that all economists and thinkers 
since John Stuart Mill had discarded the 
theory that the sum of prosperity is 
measured by the size of the balances of 
trade—and he showed why, in a way that 
all men could understand, It was a com- 
plete, a signal triumph. The republican 
campaign manager who would send out 
the Daizell speech with the Williams re- 
ply attached thereto would be a fit sub- 
ject for an inquiry into his sanity. 


Is Respected and Feared. 

That Is but one illustration of his read- 
iness and of the qualities which have 
marked the Mississippian a master in 
the rough-and-tumbie work of the house. 
When you combine with those qualities 
the complete mastery of self, which is 
the stamp-mark showing fine:y tempered 
metal, you realize how it is that John 
Williams has been able to weld together 
the usually discordant elements of the 
minority into a solid mass and why it 
is that he is respected as well as feared 
on the republican side. 

{ have sald he is not beautiful to look 
upon, and it is true. His exterior is it 
no particular one that would lead to his 
being picked out in a crowd. Then, too, 
he has none of the externa] graces of 
the “polished” orator. Many a man on 
both sides of the hous® can make a more 
beautiful speech, but no man can make 
‘a stronger argument or drive it home 
more convincingly. But John Williams 
has a personal attraction that is valu- 
able. His self-control] keeps him frora 
ever losing his head, or ever forgetting 
that the men on the other side of the 
house have a right to differ “with hini. 
He seems to always remember that-he is 
not fighting men, but ‘is fighting fou: 
principles. He is always in good humoi*

with himself and with his associates. 
While the republicans have a wholesome 
fear of him, they like him none the less. 
The temper of the entire house—and this 
includes the speaker—is so friendly to his 
leadership that he is able to secufe con- 
sideration for his party and his demo- 
eratic colleagues which they have at 
times not had, and yet it is accom- 
plished with no sacrifice of principle or of 
partisanship. 

Mr. Williams is not piven to the rais- 
ing of .parliamentary questions for the 
purpose of controversy. He seems to un- 
derstand that the country cares very lit- 
tle for such controversies unless some- 
thing of value is to be accomplished by 
them. He never overlooks a point that 
can be really useful to his party either 
in the play for position in the house or 
in the broader politics of national cam- 
paign, but he is not One given to quib- 
bling over trifling things. Mentally, he 
is big and broad and far-seeing. 


A Strong Campaigner. 

I have said he 
polished graces of the orator, and yet 
he is one of the strongest campaigners 
in the country! A gentleman from Dela- 
ware was telling me only the other day 
of his first sight of the Mississippian. It 
Was during the last campaign for the 
presidency, as I recollect it, and this 


man, seeing a big democratic rally ad- ] 


vertised at Wilmington, and having 
nothing to do, dropped in the big opera 
house where the meeting wes heid. The 
name of the principal orator had made no 
impression upon him, for up to that time 
he had never heard of John Sharp Wil- 
liams, of Mississippi. Nor, indeed, had 
any of the others around htm, to judge 
from their inquiries and comment. When 
the under-sized, shaggy-headed son of 
the south was brought forward and in- 
troduced, something very like a chill fell 
upon the audience, so small was the 
promise conveyed by the first impregsion. 
At the north they still expect every 
southerner to be fashioned after the pat- 
tern of the so-called ‘“‘southern” plays— 
tall and lank, moustache and imperial, 
black broadcloth and top boots; you 
know the type. Williams possessed none 
of the requisites of this ideal, 

“But when he began to talk, we 
listened,”’ said my informer. “‘And as we 
listened, we saw he was talking sense; 
and the more we listened, the more he 
drew us to him. By the time he had taik- 
ed fifteen minutes, every man in that 
vast audience felt the cockles of his 
heart warming with enthusiasm, and no 
orator ever had an audience more com- 
pletely under his sway. No man who 
heard John Sharp Williams that nigut 
has ever felt a doubt since then fhat 
Williams, of Mississippi, would some day 
become a national figure.’’ 


Favorite Son of Mississippi. 

His fellow-Mississippians have had no 
doubts on that score since this Man first 
entered upon his public career. He is 
thought most of where he is known best, 
which is the highest tribute that can be 
paid a man. Among Mississippians I 
have never found two opinions on this 


score; they admire him, they believe in. 


him, they regard him one of the biggest 
men in public life. The rivalries of inter- 
nal politics in that state have left him 
unscathed. In the redistricting under 
the new apportionment based On the last 
federal census his county was the only 
one of those in his old district put into 
the new eighth district; General Hooker 
and Mr. Henry, members of the last con- 
gress, were put in the same district with 
him, the former with three counties and 
the latter with one, and yet there never 
was any doubt of Mr, Williams being 
returned. He is essentially the favorite 
son of the entire state. on 
And here in Washington it was the 
men who knew him best who werg re- 
sponsible for his being brought forward 
into the Minority leadership. A modest 
and rather retiring man—without being a 
reciuse or an uncompanionable person, 
however—a student, he would never have 
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any other honor. TI well recollect that 
my attention was first drawn fo him by 
our own Congressman Howard, who 
served with him upon the important com- 
mittee on foreign affairs. No man has 
keener insight tnto character than Bul 
Howard. He had not served long with 
Willlams before Be told me thaf this 
Mississippian wa8 one of the really big 
men in congress, that no man had finer 
ability and not one was as well informed. 
The press gallery estimate, based In this 
case, as it too often is, upon the surface 
view of things transpiring below, was 
different and I smiled _ incredulously. 
‘Well, you wait and see,’’ replied the 
sphinxlike philosopher who so ably rep- 
resents the elghth Georgia district. Still 
was I dubious, but I Wave lived and 
learned. 


Knowledge of Foreign Affairs. 

Other members of the committee on 
foreign affairs have told me that what 
first drew their attention to the Mis- 
sissippian was the really marvelous 
knowledge of forelgn affairs—not merely 
the surface history of the other nations 
of the world, but their politics and po- 
litical divisions and the spirit Inspiring 
their different institutions—which he dis- 
played in the commttee room. Mr. Hitt, 
the venerable chairman of that commit- 
tee, is considered one of the best posted 
men in America upon our foreign rela- 
tions, and justly so, for he has had wide 
wide experience not only In congress, but 
in diplomatic life, but many a time did 
the discussions of the committee room, 
especialy during the exeiting period lead- 
ing up to the Spanish war, disclose that 
the Mississippian’s insight into the life and 
politics of the different nations of the 
world, and the trend of thought back of 
politics and policies was far keener even 
than that of the veterah chairman. 

These qualities, his deep information 
upon all subjects, and especially his abil- 
ity to call this knowledge into play when 
it ls needed, long ago impressed them- 
Selves upon those who had come in 
closest contact witr John Williams, and 
these were the men who Insisted that of 
all the democrats in the house he was 
the right man for the leadership. How 
well he has made good their prophecies 
I have endeavored to tell. As leader, he 
has strengthened his hold upon his dem- 
ocratic associates with each passing day. 
While one of his strong charactertstics 
is his independence of thought, he has 
aggressed nobody, and thee is now none 
of that undercurrent of criticsm that 
manifested itself toward the other men 
who, since the days of Crisp, have filled 
that unenviable role. 

It is worthy of note that while Leader 
Williams always has his own reasons for 
any position he may take, and follows 
out his own reasOning irrespective of the 
arguments pro and con which may be 
made by others, he is not a man of séclu- 
sion in his leadership. He is always will- 
ing to hear suggestions from any of his 
fellow democrats; some men he calls into 
his intimate confidence, and from them 
asks advice, but once he determines his 
attitude, based always upona sound and 
sane democratic view of things as he 
sees them, he not only holds to his views 
but has his own way of expressing the 
faith that is In him. Among the men 
who hold his closest confidence is Mr. 
Howard, whom all Georgians hold In such 
high esteem. No man could have a bet- 
ter adviser or a better friend. They 
have been close for several yearg through 
service upon the same committees. 

I do not mean to indicate that he has 
any disposition to exclude from his con- 
fidences any of his democratic associates, 
for as a matter of fact much of his suc- 
cess as leader has been due to hig pur- 
suance of a policy of consultation with 
all in matters upon which each is espe- 
cially interested; but among those who 
might be said to be especially close to 
him there should also be named such 
men as Mr. Hil“and other members of 
thé\delegation from his own state; Judge 
‘DeA?tmond and Champ Clark, of Mis- 
somri; Judge Griggs, of Georgia; Judge 
Dave Smith, of Kentucky; Mr. Clayton 


thought of pushing himself for thig or oe Mr. Underwood, of Alabama; Mr. 
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Burleson, of Texas. The list might be 
further extended, but I am mentioning 
those within my own knowledge. 

He Studies His Men. 

And again it should be said® that a 
prominent factor tn his leadership lies in 
the fact that he studies his men. He is 
not only willing but anxious to aid in 
bringing men to the fore in a way that 
will be of benefit to them or will be of 
special value to the party. He Keeps in 
constant touch with everything that goes 
on in the committees through consulta- 
tion with the minority membership, and 
in every way possible sees to it that the 
position of the party shall be made plain 
upon every phase of legislation. 

For these reasons—imperfectly outlined 
in a sketch which must necessarily be 
confined to touching upon the high points 
onty—Sviin Sharpe Williams is a leader 
in whem “Se party at large can feel hon- 
est pride. He is a leader with a follow- 
ing. The men associated with him on the 
democratic side of the house have every 
confidence in him and under his leader- 
ship they have become an united, aggres- 
sive, confident minority. And it is not 
too much to say that in accomplishing 
this result, he has done a valuable ser- 
vice to his party and his country. He 
is a man of whom not Mississipp! alone, 
but the entire south, may rightly feel 
proud—a man destined to remain ong of 
the foremost figures in national politics. 

Meets Issue Squarely. 

John sSaarp Willams hus, in a single 
short and inipromptu speoch, laid bare the 
scheme of the republican politicians to 
bring forward the race question in the 
closing days of this session in the hope 
that thereby they might once more utilize 
the bloody shirt to hide from the voters 
of phe country the graver issues of the 
coming campaign. First, Mr. Gillett, of 
Massatchusetts, came to the front with 
the usual New England speech in criti- 
cism of the south. Then came Scott, of 
Kansas, and Bartholdt, of Missouri, all 
of them evidently speaking in accordance 


} with a prearranged plan to stir up the 


old issues against the south. Mr. Wil- 
lams at no other time has demonstrated 
hig ability as a leader more clearly than 
in the prompt and decisive way he ac- 
cepted the challenge and in his manner of 
doing it. , 

It is one of Mr. WilHdms’ ambitions 
that his leaderghip will result in bring- 
ing the people of the north to a fairer 
understanding of conditions at the south. 
He is no apologist, nor does he indulge fn 
any of the wild and reckless outbursts 
which have too often characterized the 
Speeches of some southern men. He 
meets the issue fairly and squmrely and 
presents the side of the south in a way 
calculated to appeal] to all fair and right 
thinking men everywhere. 

Following up some of the statements of 
Mr. Gillett, Mr. Scott and Mr. Bartholdt— 
the latter of whom had charged that 
Thomas Jefferson ate with a negro—Mr. 
Williams said: 

“There are just two things that the 
republican party cannot do. One of them 
is to deflect the country in this, our 
Lord’s year of grace, 1904, from the 
consideration of real issues, from the 
revision and conservative and business- 
like reduction of the tariff, from the 
consideration of reciprocity, from the 
Consideration of trust evils, and from all 
the other live issues that you have got 
to meet us with. There is one other thing 
that th erepublican party cannot do, and 
it might just as well understand that 
now as any other time. There is one 
thing that the entire world cannot do. 

“It cannot make the south consent to 
regard social equality as a thing to be 
desired, and it cannot make the south 
consent—and I am speaking now simply 
as a southerner—it cannot make the south 
consent to the proposition that the ‘rights’ 
of the negro consist in giving him power 
to govern the white man of the south. It 
is absolutely false that his rights are 
not recognized at the south much more 
abundantly than anywhere else—his God- 
Siven, inalienable, born rights, the right 
to earn his Hving in the sweat of his 
brow, the right to an equal opportunity 
industrially upon the surface of this 
earth, the right to fair trial when he is 
tried before the courts of the country, the 
right to equal administration of the laws 
when this property rights are assalled. 

‘There is no ‘right’ anywhere for a man 
to vote. It is statutory privilege con- 
ferred upon the individua] In the interest 
of gociety, and no man who is not com- 
petent to exercise that statutory privilege 
wisely ought to be armed with it, be- 
cause ft ceases then to bea shelter for his 
own protection and becomes a sword for 
the destruction of everybody else. The 
gentleman from Massachusetts, coming 
from a long line of aristocratic ancestors, 
seems to share the reason which per- 
haps has led the'othey gentleman who 
has faced the world under the same cir- 
cumstances, who now sits in the white 
house, and brought them to the same 
conclusion; and that conclusion, if I was 
going to express it. would be this: Ne- 
Sro association and negro lunching and 
negro dining cannot hurt a ‘Gillett: it 
cannot hurt a ‘Roosevelt.’ 


Social and Political Equality. 

“What I am dwelling upon as the sec- 
ond thing that the republican party can- 
not do Is this: They cannot persuade 
southern white men that it is not a good 
thing, that it-is not a wise thing, that it 
is not a humane thing, to perpetuate in 
the south the white man’s civilization 
and to perpetuate the two things upon 
which it is founded—the white man’s 
code of ethics and the sanctity of the 
white man’s family life, both peculiar to 
him alone Of all races. And, further, 
whether you know it or not, we know that 
political equality—we learned it from 
years of experience when the man who 
got the negro vote in the suuth was the 
man who ate with negroes, who slept 
with negroes, and who married negroes— 
that political uaNty leads to social 
equality; and whether you know it or 
not. the world recognizes the fact that 
social equality leads finally to a lack of 
racial integrity and racial purity. Now, 
there has not been a wérd said upon this 
side of the house except on that line. 

“The gentleman from Kansas tells us 
that nobody has been making an attack 
upon us. The whole history of your 
party, when you dare, has been the his- 
tory of an attack On us and our peace 
and civilization, and but for the lesson 
which you learned when you attempted to 
foist the force bill upon the country, and 
which attempt put your party out of 
power by such an enormous majority in 
the succeeding congresses, many of you 
would be trying for partisan reasons to 
do the same thing over again now. 

‘‘Now, Mr. Chairman, I know and you 
know that when you raise this question 
you excite the passions of a good south- 
érn people upon this side of the chamber, 
and I believe that is your intention. 
Now, the gentleman from Missouri this 
morning read from the memoirs of one 
‘Mehbourn, a negro, who would have you 
belleve, after Mr. Jefferson was dead, 
that he ate dinner with him. Would 
anybody of common sense in this coun- 
try believe that an old Virginia planter 
ang slaveholder ate dinner with a negra 
at his table? Everybody with common 
sense knows that if this negro ate dinner 
at Monticello he ate it in Mr. Jefferson's 
kitchen and not at Mr. Jefferson's. table 
with Mr. Jefferson or his family. The 
gentieman from Missouri knows that. 
That book was published after the ‘anos- 
tle’ whom the gentlemen say I worship— 
Mr. Jefferson—was dead; when. it did not 
lie within his power to deny it. There is 
no man here that does not know, as a 
matter of common sense, that no south- 
ern planter and slave owner ate dinner 
with a negro. Now if any of you want 
to eat lunch with any negroes, or red In- 
dians, Or diggers, cr Chinese, or Japa- 
nese, or with anybody else you want to, 
that is your privilege; not a very high 
privilege, but, at any rate, yours. 

“But it not our privilege to have 
our opinion of it? 

“Provided you do not dine with ne- 
groeg ostentatiously and arrogantly, as 
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it to teach the poor ‘benighted people 
the barbarous south’ an object lesson in 
the ‘higher civilization,’ it is your af- 
fair. When you come to do it in that 
way, yOu are a little bit passing beyond 
your own social privileges. 

South “Knows .Its Duty. 

“Now, I want to say a few. more words 
and I] am done, and I that I have 
time to finish those few words. The gen- 
tleman from Kansas has said something 
about ‘lifting up the negro race.’ Il suy 
the gentleman from Kansas right. 
Unless he is lifted up the entire country 
in which he lives is going down to a cer- 
tain extent, and it is well for the white 
race tou know—and [ am satisfied that the 
white race down south _knows—its duty 
and appreciates its d@@y. They must 
be lifted up; but do you imagine that 
while we are lifting them up vpon the 
ladder of progress from one rung to an- 
other that we are going to remain upon 
the rung where they are—to which they 
have been lifted? 

“Is there a man here who knows any- 
thing about, breeding of cattle; horses, 
men whe is vot aware of the fact 
race traits and tendencies are just 
ineradicable as color of skin or the na 
ture of the hair? One is an outward and 
visible sign of which the other is the in- 
ward and sj@itua] reality. We are 
ing to lift them up with a giant's 
strength, but we are not going to treat 
them like a giant, brutally or irrationally. 
We are going to Hft them up gently, 
conservatively, sanely, without danger 
to society or to civilization. We have 
lifted them up. 

“Go ‘today, or if you had been living tn 
1865 you could have gone then, when the 
Garky had just emerged from slavery, to 
his old home in Africa, and compare him 
here with himself there. I personally 
have the kindest feeling toward him. 1 
am a man who is popular with darkies, 
and J am glad of it. I am popular with 
them because I treat them well. But if 
you had gone back to that date even and 
then compared the colored man who had 
been raiseg in the United States by south 
ern white people in a condition of slavery 
with those from whose midst he was 
taken from the Guinea and Congo coast 
of Africa, and all over Africa, you would 
have discovered this: <A grvater race of 
progress toward something like civiliza- 
tion, or at any rate a veneering of civill- 
zation, upon the part of the negro in 
three hundred years than any other peo- 
ple ever made from a state of savagery 
and barbarism tn state of freedom even. 
He has not progressed, morally at least, 
so rapidly since emancipation. 


A Remarkable Difference. 

“T want to notice One thing said 
the gentleman from Massachusetts 
Gillett), and then I shall sit down, 


ask 


is 
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gentleman from Massachusetts the other 


day said he ‘did not deny the existence 
of race prejudice in the north well 
as in the south.’ and he was right in 
that, the only difference being, as nearly 
as I can get at it, that in the north when 
race prejudice is aroused it takes its ven- 
geance upon the entire negro race in its 
neighborhood, and when aroused in the 
south it takes its vengeance on the par- 
ticular singled-out individual—upon tne 
criminal. ‘there is not a single instance 
of the burning of negro quarters In u 
southern town. There is not an instance 
of runmMing amuck against the entire Af- 
rican population.. There have been many 
in the north, one quite recently. 

“The gentieman used the phrase ‘race 
prejudice in both sections of the coun- 
try;’ but I say for my part that it is not 
‘prejndice.” |] say that it isa concia- 
gion of experience arrived at *nductively 
wherever the white race has ben fated 
by another race in sufficient numbers 
to necessitate arrivin at a conclusion. 
He said he did not Sony the cxistence 
of prejudice, but he said what he dis- 
liked about us was that we Were not 
‘discouraging’ its existence. He said it 
was ‘unfortunate.’ Right there I want 
to take issue with him. The Spaniards 
did not share our ‘prejudice’ in the West 
Indies or in Central America or in Mex- 
ico. The Portuguese did mot shure it in 
Brazil. 

“The English-speaking man as a *®ace 
had it everywhere he went, and had he 
not had ft in eleven great states of this 
union. today there would be a hybridized 
population, a disintegrated social condi- 
tion. and a lack of civilization. of racial 
capacity for the highest civilization 
which exists today in the West Indies 
and in Mexico, and wherever the white 
man has forgotten the pride of his birth- 
right and forgotten that he was a white 
man. in the forefront of civilization and 
in the forefront of the march of time, 
with full determination to carry out the 
work that God has given him to do as 
a@ race, superior mentally and morally to 
all the other races the world has ever 
seen. a race whose Sheakespeares and 
Homers and Goethes. whose Bacons and 
Christliebs, whose great discoverers and 
inventors, and whose great philosophers

Treatment of Negro. 
gentlemen, the two things yOu 
do are these: You cannot de- 
flect us, as a party, from live, pending 
issues. Do not try it. The next thing 
you cannot do is this: Wou cannot make 
us forget the importance of maintaining 
the purity of the white race. You speak 
about human rights. Yes, men have 
human rights; they belong to the genug 
homo. And so certain animals have 
equine rights; they belong to the genus 
equus; but the fool who turns a thor- 
Oughbred loose to mutual hybridization 
of jackaSses and zebYas, would expPecié 
them to do the same work, would be a 
fool indeed. We are going to treat the 
colored man in this country im the very 
best possible way that he can be treat- 
ed. Now and then unfortunate things 
Will occur. They will occur up north; 
but they are occurring less and less, I 
hope and believe; and one thing we are 
going to remember is this: That God 
has given ug a trust toward thig race of 
people.

RUSSELS, April 2.—(Specia] Cor- 

B respondence.)—Through the cour- 

tesy of Baron Pierre de Crawhez I 
am able to send a photograph of the mo- 
tor car in which this ardent Belgian au- 
tomobilist and three comrades recently 
performed the feat 6f crossing the Al- 
géerian portion of the desert of Sahara— 
this being the first trip of the sort ever 
undertaken. 

The party started by the 
gorge of Chiffa, the first 
bringing them to Medeah, where the 
night was passed. The next day saw 
their arrival. &t Boghari, whence they 
strated for Djelfa, a run of about 122 
miles, which took nine hours. Twenty 
miles of this distance were run over im- 
mense plains of alfa grass which, how- 
ever, good it may be for paper making, 
leaves much to be desired as a means 
of speed, the thick tufts causing very 
rough traveling and preventing a pace 
of more than twelve miles an hour, The 
second half of the day’s work crossed 
the plain of M@arabout, the strangers 
passing the curlous salt rock which looks 
exactly as if sparkling with hoar frost. 
The springs and “‘penus’’ of the machine 
had hard work on this run, and it may 
be mentioned here that the car was a 
Belgian “Pipe” of four cylinders and 16- 
horse-power, and that it did the entire 
journey without any break down., The 
travelers made a sensational entry into 
Djelfa, where an automobile, was, of 
course, quite unknown. The night was 
paSsed at the caravanserai of Ain-Eli- 
bel, which was found most comfortable 
as, indeed, were,.all those wayside inns 
en route, for they are well provided 
with good food and wines, and that 
much longed-for comfort in a thirsty 
land—mineral water. From Djelfa to La- 
ghouat the distance was of about 110 
miles. 

The arrival of the vehicle at Laghouat 
created naturally the wildest excitement, 
and the car was perpetually surrounded 
by a curious chattering crowd, through 
which the chief could only make his way 
by vigorously wielding his stick right 
and jeft. The ride which the baron of- 
fered him was a source of pride and de- 
light, but mixed with a terror that wad 
comical to see. There are Europeans at 
Laghouat, and the baron and his friends 
were very well receiged, the chiefs, too, 
doing everything in their power to make 
their stay pleasant. Baron de Crawhez 
Says that Laghaout is delightfully situ- 
ated and is sure to become a favorite 
winter resort whenever the inevitable 
failway finds its way thither, or when a 
regular service of automobiles is estab- 
lished. The visitors remained a week at 
Laghaout making many excursions and 
gazing over the mysterious desert from 
the tower of the hospital. 

From Laghouat to Garhaia the road 
was sentineled by the dead bodies of 
camels, mute witnesses to the difficulties 
of transport in these parts, these being 
fallen in the service of the French army

The descent into Garhaia which lies as 
it were at the bottom of a funnel, re- 
quires great care as it is very steep, and 
the pace might easily become more rapid 
than eafe. The arrival of the Belgian 
party having been heraldeu by telegrams, 
it was accorded quite a state reception 
by the French officers of the garrison, 
the “White Fathers” and the Caids. 
Every hospitality was warmly shown, 
and delightful excursions planned. No 
one enjoyed the automobile drives more 
than the Arab chiefs, and the wonderful 
carriage was the object of endless dis- 
gussion. The way in which it was fed 
with water and alcohol was Started, 
gtopped and cleaned formed subjects of 
conversation in which the whole trils 
joiged fiercely and loudly by day and 
night. 

Reaching La@ghotat again, a detour 
was made to Bou-saada, a distance of 
about 150 miles, of which at least 15 
miles was run oVer more unpleagantly 
steep embankments. Bou-saada is a typ- 
feal Saharan town with 42 Splendid oasis. 
From this point the travelers visited the 
Marabouta, an important descendant of 
Mahomet, from whom they received a 
warm welcome and handsome gifts. After 
many and varied experiences in the way 
of roads the bafon and his companions 
were glad to find about 30 miles of good 
road from Aumale, and finished the re- 
turn safe and sound, having 
thoroughly enjoyed their novel experi- 
ences, and with the proud satisfaction 
‘of having been pioneers.

ACROSS THE SAHARA IN AN AUTOMOBILE. 
The Car in Which Baron Pierre de Crawhez, the Belgian Automo- 
bilist and His Companions, Recently Crossed the Algerian Por- 
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UITS POLITICS 


Oldest Member of the House 
of Commons, 


With a Hot Temper and a Sharp 
Tongue, He Owes His Success 
To Hard Work—Respect- 
ed, But Little 
Liked.

London, April 2.—Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach's announcement that he will not 
seek reelection to the house of commons 
after the dissolution means that parlia- 
ment is about to lose one of its few re- 
maining great figures of the past. Salis- 
bury is dead, Harcourt hag retired, and 
when “Black Michael,’’ as the famous ex- 
chancellor of the exchequer is known— 
deserts in his turn, practically the only 
remaining members of the old guard in 
parliament will be Joseph Chamberlain 
On one side and John Morley on the 
other. 

Though the titular ‘“‘father 
house” by virtue of having occupied a 
seat in it continuously longer than any 
living member—forty years—Sir Michael 
cannot be regarded as an old man as 
old parliamentary hands go. He is only 
67 and entered parliament when he was 
twenty-seven. Four years later that 
shrewd judge of men, Disraeli, ‘‘discov- 
ered’’ him and made him under secretary 
of the home department. Thereafter his 
political advancement wgs rapid. From 
1874 to 1878 he was chief secretary for 
Ireland. In 1878, two years after Cham- 
berlain had made his political debut, he 
was appointed colonial secretary. From 
1885 to 1886 he was chancellor of the 
exchequer, and president of the board of 
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SIR -MICHAEL HICKS-BEACH. 
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trade from |888 to 1892. In 1895 he was 
again entrusted with the nation’s purse 
strings, resigning in 1902. He has held 
office longer than any of his conserva- 
tive colleagues.

The rooms, however, 
are very fine; so also are the gardens, 
and if you lose all your money at the 
tables the management will give you a4 
second-class ticket home, after having 
first sent you round the various tables 
in charge of two waiters to make sure, 
with no pretence of secrecy, of the extent 
of your losses.

Ile has none of that exuberant joy in 
controversy which causes many men to 
seek refreshment in verbal! warfare. His 
is the bull-dog’s temperament. He has 
never gone around seekimg trouble, but 
when attacked his eyes glow, he turns 
savagely on his assailant and generally 
manages to hurt him somewhere, for to 
an irascible temper he unites a sharp 
and bitter tongue, and has a genius for 
discovering his opponent's raw spot, Lord 
Randolph Churchill found this out when 
he started in to ‘“‘smash the old conserva- 
tive gang,’ and decided that Sir Michael 
was a good man to let alone. 

Round about his own country seat he 
is said to be an amiable man enough, 
but that trait he has always studiously 
concealed in the house of commons.

Had to accept a place as a 
knitter, just a common every-day work- 
man. Not a centime and four hungry 
boys—think of it. 

‘**Emile’—that is my Christian name— 
‘Emile seems to be rather more intelli- 
gent than the rest. Let me educate 
him,’ said the pastor of a nearby village 
when I was !2. It was in 1847, when I 
became a seminarist at Castres. 

‘My benefactor thad no occasion to re- 
gret his generosity—for a time. In the 
safe, yonder, are my schoo! testimonials; 
always ‘A No. |’ in Latin, Greek, mathe- 
matics and ‘excellent’ In natural eciences.

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MAY RULE GREAT BRITAIN

ONDON, April 2.—King Edward is 

[_ vont the only man in Great Britain 

who is @efiied the privilege of freely 
expressing his opinions on politica] ques- 
tions. It is one of the many restrictions 
which English democracy imposes on 
kingship in this twentieth century. But 
his majesty has always taken a deep 
interest in the parliamentary struggles at 
St. Stephens, and is credited with keen 
powers of discerning the man who will 
tise to the top in that vortex of political 
contentions. Therein lies the significance 
of his recent meeting with David Lloyd- 
George at a dinner given by the mar- 
quis of Tweedmouth to which the sturdy 
little Welshman was invited by royal 
command—for that is what a hint from 
On such festive occasions vir- 
tually amounts to, The king probably be- 
lieves with others that Lloyd-George, if 
he lives long enough, is destined to wield 
a great influence ja the affairs of the 
nation—that he may even become prime 
minister some day and as such be the 
actual temporary ruler of the British em- 
pire, of which the occupant of Buvcking- 
ham palace is the nominal and permanent 
head. Very natural it was therefore 
that Edward VII sipuld desire to make 
Lloyd-George'’s acquaintance and see for 
himself what manner of man he is. 

The son of a school teacher, educated 
at a nationa!] schoo] in a Welsh town with 
an unpronounceable name—Lianvstumdwy 
it is spelled—from the’ obscurity of a pro- 
vincial law office Lioyd-George has fought 
his way, unaided by wealth or social pres- 
tige, to the front rank of the parlia- 
mentary opposition. He is only 40 now— 
the age at which Mr. Chamberlain began 
his parliamentary career—and without a 
rival among the younger liberals, it is no 
wonder people are predicting he will go 
far, and that a cabinet position in the 
next liberal ministry has already been 
asaigned to him, 

Such a man must needs possess an in- 
teresting personality. But it is not re- 
vealed in his external appearance. That 
verges on the commonplace. No one 
would pick Lloyd-George out of a crowd 
as the one man in it who would at- 
tain prominence in the councils of the 
nation. He is short of stature, has sharp 
features, a fresh-coOored complexion, 
small, stubby, bristling mustache, keen, 
vigilant eyes and somewhat rebellious 
dark brown hair, brushed back, which 
makes his forehead look bigger than it is. 
When he first entered parliament fourteen 
years ago he Was unashamedly careless

But when a measure of fame 
to him—and it came quickly—he 
shaved off his mutton chops, donned a 
frock coat and a silk hat and spruced 
himself up generally.

It is when Lloyd-George talks to vou 
that he is instantly revealed as a man 
who amounts to something and that im- 
pression is deepened with the length 
of the conversation. His voice is clear 
and penetrating, his speech lucid and 
direct; what he has to say is always 
worth listening to, and he delivers his 
opinions with a decisiveness and frank- 
ness which indicates a firm foundation 
of genuine conviction that compels at- 
tention and respect.

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prominence to a sublime, complete, abso- 
lute, Napoleon faith in himself. In a 
lesser man it would appear insufferable 
conceit, but in Lloyd-George it seems 
natural and appropriate for he has the 
ability to “make good.’ 

He inevitably suggests comparison with 
Chamberlain. Between the two men there 
are many striking similarities which per- 
haps go farther to explain the strong 
antagonism that exists between them. 
joth sprang from the ranks; both have 
the same quality of pushfulness, relent- 
less tenacity of purpose and scornfulness 
of opposition; the same command of caus- 
tic speech and sardonic humor; the same 
impetuous eagerness to fight anybody, 
big or little, in the arena of debate. 
With so much in common between them 
Mr. Chamberlain's present position 
seems a prophecy of that which the 
younger man ultimately will attain. 
Much of his prominence Lloyd-George 
indirectly owes to Mr. Chamberlain. 
‘Joe-baiting,’’ as it is called in the houee, 
is a favorite pastime of the Welshman’s 
He is one of the few members who are 
not afraid of the colonial secretary and 
never loses an opportunity to tackle him. 
He is the only man on the opposition 
benches who can upset the icy equinam- 
ity of the ex-colonial secretary, and he 
does it as often as he can. When these 
two gladiators of debate engage in ver- 
bial warfare the rest of the house looks 
on with gleeful rapture like small boys 
at a circus. 

Mr. Lloyd-George got on the wrong side 
of the South African war and as a pro- 
Boer found himself a much abused man. 
But the tenacity with which he main- 
tained his views despite rotten eggs and 
ribald scorn attested the courage of his 
convictions. The memory of his stren- 
uous opposition to what was deemed 
patriotism may hinder his advancement 
for some time, but not for long. A tax- 
paying public is apt to be much mora 
forgiving in such matters than ane which 
contented itself with shouting for glory 
without counting the cost. And here 
again Mr. Chambertain’s success should 
afford him some comforting reflections

yielding only to powerful explosives 
‘which replace the pick and spade where 
‘disintegration ceases. 

Then a little deeper down underneath 
'this rotten’ rock, rock which is still hard 
but somewhat sandy in nature and yileld- 
jing easily to the force of the explosive, 
fis found the solid bed of granite, gneiss 
os schist as the case may be. Exact 
geologic terminoligy will hardly do in 
such an unscientific statement of the case 
as this is going to be, so the underlying 
rock foundation may simply be termed 
granite which is, doubtless, what most 
of it is. Well then, a little deeper down 
is found this more firm, solid bed of 
rock, rock of the same texture and hard- 
ness as that which js cut daily from the 
sides of Stone mountain or is blasted 
from the Lithonia quarries. So it will 
become necessary as the excavation goes 
deeper for the foundations of the Candler 
buildinig, to use more powerful blasts and 
to remove the stone in smaller quantities 
as the result of each explosion.

HIE final decision of the officials of

But whether the Atlanta building is 
erected or not, Mr, Owens wil] walk to 
St. Louis from Atlanta and push a wheel- 
barrow before him the whole distance. 
In doing this, he is carrying out the 
conditions of a bet he made last Decem- 
ber with a North Carolina man who had 
the temerity to state that Atlanta and 
Atlantans were dealers in hot air, and 
that there was considerably more talk 
than action in Atlanta. This was just 
at the time when the question of ap- 
propriating money for a model of the new 
depot at §t. Louis was before council, and 
the North Carolinan was of the opinion 
that the city council would not appro- 
priate the necessary money. In an in- 
stant Mr. Owens made a bet of $25 
that the money would be appropriated. 
The Nerth Carolinan was game, and the 
next morning when The Constitution an- 
nounced that the money had been ap- 
propriated Mr. Owens received $50 from 
the stakeholder. 

The story as told in The Constitution 
at that time is well worth recalling, 
since it shows the faith in Atlanta and 
Atlanta institutions that all Atlantans 
feel, and was a true demonstration of the 
genuine “Atlanta spirit,” which is be- 
lieved in North Carolina to be “Atlanta 
hot air.”

The yolume 
before us, which bears the imprint of 
D. C. Heath & Co., Boston, is most at- 
tractive in every detail of its formal. 
The maps and illustrations are accurate 
‘and profuse, the marginal heads com- 
prehensive and the chapter and paragraph 
afrangement of the history could not 
better facilitate instruction. : 

The author looks upon the develop- 
ment of the country from a southern 
viewpoint; hence,’ while in no lIfne of the 
book sectional prejudice is encouraged, 
the pupil will read what the south, no 
less than the north, has done in history. 
Yet, while the work is essentially south- 


-@ ¢™n, justice is done to every section of 
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she union; the book is not a history of the 
eouth, but of the United States. 
Cause and effect are closely united, the 
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aim being to show that historical events 


are not accidents, but the necessary out- 
come of conditions previously existent. 

Discriminating judgment has been exer- 
cised at every line. Many sma!! inci- 
dents, once thought necessary for pad- 
ding, have been rejected in order to give 
space to the important phases of his- 
tory. To the discovery, colonization and 
settlement periods, ample, but not exces- 
sive treatment, has been’ given. The 
causes which led to the revolution are 
stressed, and in the wap itself ihe resist- 
ance of the South to British oppression 
receives the treatment it deserves. 

In the confederation epoch, and in the 
forming of the constitution and govern- 
ment under it, the causes of the future 
troubles of the country are fully set forth 
—and in the admfnistrations down to 
Buchanan's the book shows that what 
the south mdintains is a doctrine which 
has been received as true’ by every sec- 
tion of the union. The evidence referred 
to, is not, of course, hurled at the pupil 
fn the form of heavy argument or dis- 
quisition suited to older heads: it is in- 
corporated with the historical] occur- 
rences that succeeded one the other. 

The civil war is described with a pro-

@he author’s adherence to the doctrine 
efat actual] history is made by peoples 
in accordance with the law of cause and 
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effect, has resulted in a book on history 
which ‘s thoroughly consistent in its 
parts, and united as a whole. 

Every year adds to knowledge of his- 
tory, glears away misconception, and 
condemns the false. To write the truth 
has been the author’s aim at every line. 
The best authorities have been searched 
with the purpose to give nothing but his- 
torical fact. 

Uniformly simple, without any effort at 
rhetorical display, the style is very ef- 
fective. There is no slang, no flipnancy, 
no “discursiveness, to jar upon a well- 
formed taste. The gentences flow easily, 
one into the next, with a grace that is 
distinctive and yet pegulliarly natural. 
Indeed, it is not too much to claim that 
their author has surpassed most writers 
of school histories, too many of which 
are marred by paragraphs that are merely 
successions of gsentencés that fail to 
unite. 

Some of the historic truths told in this 
book will sound stranger than fiction to 
students who have learned their coun- 
try’s history from books that have stu- 
diously ‘‘expurgated’’ them for sectional 
reasons. For example, take the following: 

“An attempt was made in the conven- 
tion that framed the ce@nstitution to give 
to congress power to use the military 
force of the general government to com- 
pel the obedience of a state. This at- 
tempt failed, because it was well under- 
stood that the state so attacked would 
probably quit the unlon. (See Madison 
Papers, pp. 732, 914; Elllott’s Debates, 
pp. 282-233). The right of withdrawal 
was so thoroughly recognized that few 
of the étates considered its assertion 
necessary when they ratified the consti- 
tution, yet, as a precaution, Virginia, 
New York and Rhode Island clearly pro- 
claimed it. (See Sec, 306).”’ 

In his preface Mr. Thompson expresses 
his obligation to the late General John B. 
Gordon and General H. V. Boynton, of 
the confederate and federal armies, re- 
spectively, for reviewing that part of his 
manuscript relating to the civil war, 
both of whom expressed their conviction 
that the work adhered rigidly to tmpar- 
tia! truth. We quote from the preface as 
follows: 

“Many years had to follow the close of 
the conflict before it was possible for an 
American to look upon fts causes and 
its results without passion or prejudice. 
But the country has, at length, become 
united in sentiment as well as in name. 
The partiotism exhibited in the war with 
Spain—patriotism that recognized no 
point of the compass--Showed that the 
last vestige of sectionalism has passed 
away. 

“The purpose of this book is to pre- 
sent the history of the United States in 
Such a Way that the pupils who study 
it may become proud of an American 
heritage. With prejudice eliminated from 
the account of the old sectional contro- 
versies, the minds of the children of a 
reunited country may be more readily 
directed toward the study of the mar- 
velous progress of America. With this 
Object in view, considerable stress has 
been laid upon the achievements of peace 
which, after all should have the fore- 
most place in history.” 

Certainly this patriotic and alto- 
gether desirable if we are to »reserve 
the truths of history and cultivate na- 
tional! unity and the American spirit of 
fair play. Waddy Thompson's history of 
the United St@tes is the very book the 
rising generation of ya@ine Americans 
should be schooled in. We hope to see 
it widely recognized on its peculiar mer- 
ite and widely adopted as a text-book. 


The Yoke. 

The Yoke, Plizabeth Miller’s romance 
of the Exodus which is being much dis- 
cussed just now, is in general so faithtul 
to the biblical record that some people 
have wondered why the author failed to 
make the Pharaoh perish with his hosts 
in the Red sea. It has been the tradi- 
tional belief that he was lost with all 
his chivalry. Nowhere in the Mosaic ac- 
count, however, is his death positively de- 
clared. And since the great Lawgiver 
went into minute details of the disaster 
to the army, so important an incident 
as the drowning of the king would not 
have escaped his notice. In the Nght of 
this conclusion, then, the believer may 
read, with undisturbed faith, that the 
Prahaoh withdrew from the pursuit of 
Jsreal and lived long enough afterward to 
mismanage his kingdoms into ruin be- 
fore he died. A few years ago, Loret, the 
great French Egyptologist, came upon a 
mummy in the debris of a crumbling 
tomb. The writings buried with it bore 
witness to its identity. That erisly wisp 
of humanity wrapped in old cerements 
was Meneptah, the Pharaoh of the ixo- 
dus.—The Bobbs-Merrill Company, In- 
dianapolis.

Commentary on the International Sunday-School Lesson 


Second Quarter. 


The Mission of the Seventy. 


In the last six months of His minis- 
try and life, JesuS made a systematic and 
determined effort to announce His Mes- 
Siahship to the whole nation. Evilence 
is not wanting that He had a well defined 
plan of operation aud that the thoroughly 
Oriental and consequently spectacular 
“triumphal entrance’ to Jerusalem wus 
the denouement of the whole. In 
this plan the mission of the seventy is 
@n important feature. There is an un- 
doubted. significance in the mumber. As 
Jesus had the twelve patriarchs in mind 
when He appointed the apostles, He had 
the seventy elders of Israel ie view when 
He appointed these evangelists It is also 
@n old tradition (see Genesis x) that 
the number of the nations was seventy 
as the number of metallic substances is 
also suppoSed to be. The time of this cir- 
cumstance was also the Feast of Taber- 
nacles, at which seventy bullocks were of- 
fered. As the Talmud says, there were 
seventy bullocks to correspond with the 
seventy nations of the world. Some troy- 
ble, however, it must be admitted, has 
arisen from regarding the Seventy as a 
fixed number, and as a constantly active 
circle, besides the tweive and exclusive 
of them. As St. Luke is the only one 
Who tells of the appointmert of the sev- 
enty, it has heen inferred that he his- 
relf was one of the number. It js gratify- 
ing to know that Jesus had so large a 
number of men attached to His cause 
who were competent for such a commis- 
sion. It is a gauge of growth in the 
kingdom. 

Although the special heralding 
Messiah was somewhat formal 
endoubtedly earnestly desired that the 
people would be moved to accept Him. 
It has been said that the seventy were 
a net of love thrown out into Israel. The 
epécial sphere of their operation was the 
trans-Jordanic district, which had hith- 
erto been comparatively neglected. Brief 
time remained for its evangelization he- 
fore the close of His career. It was no 
mere experimental mission. It was realiv 
called for, and Jesus deployed His littie 
force with consummate, strategic skill, 
and the sterling quality of these evan- 
gelists is shown by their success. 

It has heen said that the seventy are a 
remarkable luminary jin the public life 
of Jésus, whose brilliancy, however: en- 
dured only a brief time. There is no sub- 
sequent trace of them. After the accom- 
plishment of their charge they were ab- 
sorbed Into the larger company, and their 
term of service was so brief that their 
names Were soon forgotten. The orders 
under which these pioneers were sent 
are ideal instructions for Christian 
scouting parties today, At the same time 
they are a very mirror of Jesus ‘heart. 
He sees the human mass as a harvest 
heavy for the sickle, but insufficiently 
supplied with harvesiers. He yearns to 
have the deficiency made up, but He will 
have none go who are not forewarned of 
the hostile forces they will ceriainly find 
arrayed against them. His startling anal- 
ogy is ‘lambs among wolves.”’ Paradox- 
{cal instructions follow. Emptiness is 
their defense. No purse, or knapsack, or 
ghoes. They must not be overloaded. 
Punttilious courtesies are to be omitted. 
Orienta! salutations are time-consumers. 
But in this caution Jesus puts no pre- 
mium on rude moroseness, He wag Him- 
self the soul of courtesy. 

These messengers are not to follow the 
custom of rotating as a guest among the 
nouses. open for entertainment. That 
would mean time lost In making new ac- 
ace They are to be thankful for 
plain food. It ill becomes Christ's dis- 
ciples to be desirous of dainties,’’ They 
are neither to fast with Pharisees nor 
feast with epicureans, The reference is to 
the traditions about meats which made 
one cfitical of what was set before him. 
Jesus says, “‘Hat; don’t question.” A 
home once entered is to be blessed with 
the benediction, “Peace.’’ If there is a 
singie member of the family open to it 
the kingdom of heaven with its peace and 
joy will enter his heart, It is a ques- 
tion of receptivity. For such individuals 
and communities the kingdom js immi- 
nent. the kingdom whose cssential is not 
sacrifice and-oblation (meat and drink),

In 1809 Thomas Campbell, a distin- 
guished Presbyterian minister just from 
Scotiand, in his famous ‘‘Declaration and 
Address’’ made use of the immortal slo- 
gan, “‘When the Bible speaks we speak, 
and when the Bible is silent we are si- 
lent.’” His erudite gon, Alexander, fresh 
from Glasgow university, adopted this 
statement as this HNfe’s motto and in 
1816 delivered his scholarly discourse on 
“The Law.’’ In 1823 he-began publishing 
the “Christian Baptist.’”’ 

About 1832, because of internal un- 
pleasantness in the association, he with 
many others, instituted an independent 
movement with the Bible only as the 
rule of faith and practice. The organiza- 
tion was known as the “Christian’’ or 
“Church of Christ.” and the individual] 
members were designed ‘“‘Christians’’ or 
‘‘disciples,’’ not that they desired to dif- 
ferentiate themselves ffom all other 
Christians and form a monopoly on that 
divine appellation, for they earnestly in- 
sisted that every follower of Christ should 
lay aside his human, distinguishing name 
and all wear a common scriptural name, 
They emphasized as a cardinal pronuncia- 
mento, the practicability and desirability 
of Ghristian union. “A restoration of 
the apostolic church in doctrine and prac- 
tice, in spirit and letter’ was their pur- 
pose. “‘Back to Christ and Jerusalem” 
was their cry. 

This movement has grown to 1,220,000 
communicants in the United States and 
Canada, 33,000 net gain last year. But, 
thank God, they are not alone in this 
heaven ordained work. For the most 
magnificent religious bodies of the world 
are proclaiming union. Dr. Newell Dwight 
Hillis in his n asterly presentation of this 
subject in April number of Everybody's 
Magezine “Plans now being 
consummated that look to the amalga- 
mation of the Congregationalists, the 
Methodist Protestants. and the United 
Brethren, which would mean the union 
of about 1,100,000 Christians. In Canada 
the Methodist, Congregationalist, Baptist 
and Presbyterians have come to gether 
and arranged ‘‘to not interfere with each 
other in their work in the new northwest- 
ern territory. 

‘“‘Already in Australia and New Zealand 
the churches are federated. I n England 
during the last few years all the Prot- 
estant bodies, save the Episcopalians, 
have united in one great non-conformist 
union,’’ 

To be perfectly honest, amalgamation 
and federation is not the union for which 
Christ prayed. Yet it is an unmistakable 
index as to how religious thought is 
trending. 

The proposed union between the Pyfes- 
byterians, north, and the Cumberland 
Presbyterians has created a universal 
discussion concerning union. Rev. Wil- 
liam H. Leavell (Presbyterian), of Hous- 
ton, Tex., in a sermon published in The 
Houston Daily Post, says in part: 

While I am oppressed with the enor- 
mous difficulty of effecting a general uni- 
fication of Christendom, I believe, never- 
theless, that it would be of incalculable 
value should the numberless fractions of 
the church forget their differences and 
unite upon the great essentials of faith, 
Looking upon the unhappy divisions ot 
Christendom, it is with a certain’ sense 
of shame that I remember the. beautiful 
prayer of our Lord while He stood under 
the shadow of Gethsemane and Calvary: 
“Neither for these only do I pray, but 
for them also that believe in Me through 
their word; that they may also be one; 
even as Thou, Father, art in Me, and I 
in Thee, that they also may be in Us; 
that the world may believe that Thou 
didst send Me. <And the glory which 
Thou hast given Me I have given unto 
them: that they may be one, even as We 
are one; J] in them, and Thou in Me, 
that they may be perfected into one; 
that the world may know that Thou didst 
send Me, and lovest them, even as Thou 
lovest Me.’’ One can scarcely know other 
than a feeling of humiliation in contem- 
Plating the manner in which this beau- 
tiful prayer has been answered by the 
church, For no one can suppose that the 
very, mild and very fragile sense of 
union mutually held by the different frag- 
metits of the church catholic even ap- 
proximates a fulfillment of this prayer of 
our Lord. On the contrary, the wicked 
and often absurd littleness for the sake 
of which organic Christianity is broken 
into so many modern fractions Is the 
saddest pnussible commentary on the pop- 
ular view of the oneness which ought to 
characterize the Church. .... 

It may be that our Lord did not hope 
that all His disciples of every nation and 
era would be gathered into one acclesi- 
astical organization, but He surelv did 
not mean that the church should be 
broken into a hundred fragments and 
that each fragment should claim for it- 
self the dignity of being the ‘Only true 
and apostolic church,’ for He was and is 
a lover of order. 

I] am not sure that we can now Know 
His exact meaning. but wher He prayed 
for the Oneness of His followers I do 
not think He contemplated that the pres- 
ent fragmentary condition of the mod- 
ern church wouki be an adequate answer 
to His prayer.

Brooklyn Pagle Dr. M. E. Harlan (Ch 
tian) presents a series of questions an 
the answers received to them by minfi 
ters of national reputation.

The disadvantages are numerous—con- 
flicts, confusion, contraditions,”’

ed through Christian union, especially on 
heathen fields?” 

Answers: “Could then act as one 
man.” ‘In sentiments of love; in comity 
of plan.” ‘‘Never will the world be won 
to Christ by a divided Christendom. 
Christian union on heathen fields and 
home fields would mean an immense sav- 
ing of money and men and an immense 
increase of power.” ‘Cooperation, econ- 
omy, power, resulting in the egnversion 
of the heathen.” 

Listen to Dr. Newell D. Hillis a ‘ain: 

“we now! have 160 different denom- 
inations in the United States. Nothing 
risked in saying that the business 
are now engaged in starving to 
160 of them. 
the beginning we 
Christian church was ‘all with one ac- 
cord in one place;’ but if Peter and 
Paul were to come to New York, or to 
New Orleans, or San Francisco, or to 
Boston, they would find the members 
of this one church in 169 different places, 
with a practical man named James 
leading one group of disciples; an emo- 
tional Peter leading another group; the 
esthetic John leading still another: and 
the philosophic Pauls each guiding his 
own band. 

“The cross of Christ stands in the cen- 
ter, but each regiment with back toward 
that cross marches away from his fel- 
lows, whiie his denominational )eader 
beats the time. Yet unity, cooperation, 
could combine these scattered regiments 
into a solid army, marching to vic- 
tory. 

“With many delays, with divers differ- 
ences and discussions, this movement is 
now going forward. But the tides are 
piling up like waters behind a dam, and 
the movement will soon break through 
every obstacle. The ten thousand rural 
communities in the great west, where the 
village is divided and filled with discord 
will become wnhified. 

“The brightest intellects, the strongest 
young men in the college will enter the 
ministry. 

‘Men are unitng their dreams, unify- 
ing their hopes, reorganizing their as- 
pirations and their plans, and when all 
complete, we shall have in this 
public a unit church, with the unity of 
the faith and the unity of the knowledge 
of the Son of God.”

The Minister in Society. 

It is sometimes said that only unmanly 
and inferior men go into the ministry. A 
picture of the family conference has been 
drawn. Father and mother are discuss- 
ing the future of their boys. He gays: 
‘John is an inventive genius. He shows 
marked mechanical talent. We will make 
a civil engineer of him. Tom, on the other 
hand, is a born business man. It is as 
easy for him to make money as it is to 
breathe. He always comes off best in a 
trade. T think I will take Tom into the 
office with me.’ “How about Edward?’ 
asks the mother, ‘Yes, I’ve been think- 
ing about Edward. He has always been 
a sickly child. He has never cared for 
the things that interest other boys—I 
guess we'll make a minister of him.’’ 
And so, it is claimed, men who’ find all] 
other doors closed to them, hecome min- 
isters. There seems to be room for them 
tress, - “Se a pity for vou to be a 
preacher,” said a farmer to a tall, stal- 
Wart graduate of the theological school, 
‘vou could be useful as a farmer.”’ 

“You can't wonder that we prefer oth- 
er callings,”’ the young man says. “There 
are so many unattractive features in the 
ministry. The pulpit attracis compara- 
tively Httle notice from the world in our 
day; it is no longer the one center of cul- 
ture and influence in the community, as 
it used to be. It offers little chance to 
rise. The average salary paid is only 
$600 a year. And a man cannot educate 
his children or provide for his family on 
that sum, Other great institutions pay 
enough to enable their employees to make 
some provision for the future: and when 
they are superannuated, they are retired 
with a pension. This profession wears a 
man out, so that he is no longer fit to 
carry on his work; and at 50 years of 
age it casts him -off.’’ 

Peculiar qualifications are required of a 
minister, It is not enough that he be 
endowed with the gifts that are essen- 
tial to all careers; he must also possess 
a devoutly religious nature. Hie educa- 
tion is a long and exper®ive one. He 
is not expected to employ the usual meth- 
ods to “hunt up a job."’ When called to 
an acceptable fleld of labor, he is re- 
sponsible not to a firm, but to a com- 
posite body who have come from every- 
where, and brought with them each his 
own conception of a minister's duties, his 
own conviction a8 to what it ie essential 
to believe and to preach, and his ‘own 
notion of how a church should be run. 
Amalgamation becomes a difficult process 
under these circumstances, often an irm- 
possible one. The minister's hours of 
labor are not proportioned to his salary; 
they are unlimited. His duties are not 
defined for him. Hie cannot refuse to 
| Serve a family that will not take his ad- 
vice, as a physician can; nor, like a 
lawyer, decline a parishioner because he 
is a dead beat. He holds the anomalous 
Position of Loth servant and leader, The 
more completely he fills his position, the 
larger it grows, until it soon outstrips 
nis utmost efforts to accomplish the task 
‘set before him. 
| Men often enter the ministry who are 
junfit for its duties. Sticks drop now and 
‘then upon the ecclesiastical tide. Not 
many wise, not many noblé are calied. 
The reason for this is that God uses 
jhuman beings, not angels, for His work. 
The same thing is true of all other tradeg 
and professions... The average of hu- 
manity is not yet high. Ninety-five per 
cent of all who enter business careers 
{make a failure of them. The pulpit rec- 
ord is certainly no wotse than this. The 
wonder is that God can do so well with 
the sort of materlal we place in His 
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VIEWS OF RELIGIOUS PRESS. 


The Noon Sunday School. 
(From The Church Standard.) 
Sunday schoo] sessions tmmediaiciy at 
the close of the morning church service 
are the rule in most of the western 
cities and in country churches, but the 
plan has not been followed in New York 
the sessions there being eitier be- 
morning service or in the af- 
ternoon. In the Thirty-fourth Street 
Reformed church that city the noon 
session was adopted several years ago, 
and, in the opinion of the superintendent, 
Robert H. Rowvinson, has proved exceed- 
ingly successful, solving the two difficult 
problems of maintaining regular attend- 
anee of high percentage, and of holding 
the young people of sixteen to seven- 
teen vears of age to the Sunday school 
and church. The church is in a neigh- 
borhood composed largely of people in 
moderate circumstances. Mr. Robin- 
son, when asked to. tell the reasons for 
the change and the results that have 

come from it, said: 

“For many vears the sessions of our 
school were held at 3 in the afternoon 
from October to June, inclusive, and at 
9:45 in the other months of the year. 
A study of the situation showed that 
a large proportion of the absentess in 
the winter months were kept away by 
the parents, many of them German work- 
ing people, who wold take the children 
on Sunday afternoon on visits to rela- 
tives and friends. Older scholars, those 
who have to work during the week, 
felt they ought to have Sunday after- 
noons for recreation. The excuse for 
non-attendance during months of 
morning sessions was almost invariably 
that the parents wanted to late 
Sunday morning and could not get the 
children ready. 

“The proopsition to change the hour of 
meeting to noon was made by the pastor 
and met with considerable opposition 
from officers and teachers, and it was 
not until two years after the sugRges- 
was made to have it thoroughw 
understood by the people of the church, 
A letter was carefully drawn up setting 
forth for the change, the 
the hope 
It was also ex- 
the sessions of 
promptly at 12 
and close promptly at lI. The letter 
was mailed to every family in the 
church and school. In addition, the pas- 
tor, his assistant and the church visit- 
ors did everything in their power to 
make the matter clearly understood and 
to urge the cooperation of-all. 

“The result was far aoove anything 
expected or hoped for. The first Sunday 
showed a gain of over fifty in attend- 
ance, and the percentage of attendance 
has increased gradually ever since, so 
that at the present time, in good weath- 
er, the attendance is aobut 95 per cent 
of the roll. About one-third of the 
scholars in the main department are 
boys and girls and men and women 
Over sixteen years of age, there being 
one Bible class which has an adult 
attendance of about fifty, the majority of 
whom would not come if the school met 
In the afternoon or early morning. 

‘Furthermore, the teachers say that 
formerly with morning and evening 
church services and afternoon Sunday 
School, their Sundays were days of very 
little rest; but that now they have their 
afternoons for themselves. The promise

‘ Religion in the Philippines, 
(Mrs. John C. Sweeney in The Christian 
Advocate.) 

I have just read an editorial in The 
Christian Advocate in which you quote 
from a correspongén® in The Boston 
franscript about¢Teligion in the Philip- 
pines. We have been residents. of Manila. 
and “regular attendants” at the Meth- 
Odist Episcopal ¢hurch for fourteen 
months, and I-feel it a duty to correct 
the statement that less than one hun- 
dred Americans in Manila attend church 
regularly. More than that number at- 
tend the Methodist Episcopal church, and 
the other Protestant churches. Episcopal 
and Presbyterian, are well attended. Be- 
sides, there are more than a hundred 
American Catholics here who attend 
church. I think one reason why we hear 
so much said about godlessness in the 
Philippines that conditions are not 
understood in the homeland. In the first 
piace there are comparatively few women 
and children here, and we all know they 
constitute the larger part of congrega- 
tions in the states. Private soldiers are 
here without their families, a host ot 
clerks, stenographers, teachers, etc., are 
unmarried, and then a great many offi- 
cials have left. their families in the 
states. Hence we have a spectacle not 
often seen at home of congregations in 
which the men far outnumber the wo- 
men. 

In the second piace distances are great, 
wa:king out of the question, and trans- 
portation. facilities poor—no street cars 
as yet except the little pony car patron- 
ized only by natives. Thirdly, there is 
no leisure class here. The Americans are 
all hard-worked officials, civil and mill- 
tary, business men, so.diers, teachers, 
clerks, etce., who, I 4m sorry to Say, 
sometimes use the Sabbath as a day of 
rest instead of attending public worship. 
A tropical climate is enervating, and peo- 
ple need more rest and recreation than in 
colder countries. Yet, in spite’ of all 
these difficulties, the tliree Protestant 
churches, with a seating capacity of 
about five hundred, are comfortably full 
nearly every Sunday morning. 

At the Methodist midweek prayer 
meeting two weeks ago one hundred and 
sé¢venty-eight were present. The Method- 
ist Episcopal Sunday school has a regu- 
lar attendance of fifty, about half of 
whom are men. ‘The .great Methodist 
Episcopal church, in which we hold mem- 
bership while here, and which, by the 
way, received us most cordialiy, is doing 
a great work in these islands. They are 
planning to build a fine church and good 
school in Manila. The best of fellowship 
prevails among Protestants here—doc- 
trinal questions are rarety ever discussed. 
They have a way of admitting ‘resident 
members’ that was new to me, and 
seems commendable. If a member of a 
church not represented here wishes to 
worship with the Methodist Episcopal 
church, he is not oe any questions 
or required to take any véws, but simply 
has his name enrolled as a member ot 
the congregation, and is entitled to all 
the privileges of the church. Some of the 
bext workers and most tiberal contribu- 
tors in the Methodist Episeopal chureh 
are members of the Baptist and Chris- 
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while before I Knew that the 
of our guild was a_ strong 
Baptist. In my opinion there are a great 
many men here who may not attend 
church regularly, and yet who stand for
